The Famous Crown of Hungary. 





N the front cover of this issue appears 
O the photograph of one of the most in- 
teresting crowns in existence, viz., the 
“Crown of St. Stephen,” or “Corona 
Sancta,’ a fine piece of enamel work of 
the Byzantine period. This crown, which 
is said to have been used at the coronation 
of over 50 kings, is kept in the Castle of 
Buda-Pesth, safely lodged in an iron chest 
provided with seven locks of different 
kinds, the keys of which are in the custody 
of seven Hungarian magnates, the Emperor 
of Austria being one of their number. 

The history of this wonderful crown is 
most varied. In 1072 it was sent by the 
Emperor of the Eastern Empire, Michael 
Ducas, to Geisa, first Duke of Hungary. 
Many stories are related about the adven- 
tures it has passed through at various 
times, According to history, Queen Eliza- 
beth of Hungary at one time saved it from 
capture by means of a clever trick. When 
the enemies approached she filled it with 
baby food and, using it as a bowl, was 
feeding her baby from it, covering up the 
enameled border with a cloth. The crown 
being lined with a golden cap, it was quite 
possible to do so. 

The Crown of Hungary is composed of 

a circlet of six plaques attached together 
by means of hinges. Designs carried out in 
enamel and large polished jewels are used 
alternately to decorate these plaques. The 
enamel] pictures are representations of the 
Saints Demetrius, Come, George and Da- 
mien, also two Greek princes and a king, 
as well as the Archangels Gabriel and 
Michael. Nine jewel-tipped small gold or- 
naments, four of triangular shape and five 
arched, rise from the upper edge of the 
circlet. These are in fish-scale pattern and 
gold open-work, the spaces being filled in 
by a laborious process with green glass. 
Above the circlet, in the center, is a richly 
enameled large plaque, showing the figure 
of Christ seated on the throne between 
two trees, blessing with His right hand in 
the Greek manner and carrying a book in 
His left. Figures of the Saints Paul, 
Peter, Bartholomew, Philip, John, Andrew, 
James and Thomas, as well as plaques in 
enamel work, appear on the arches them- 
selves, 
The three “kataseistas,” or chains, which 
jeweled ends, at the back and over each 
ear, such as are commonly found in an- 
cient crowns, depend from the edge of the 
circlet. 

A peculiar feature of the crown is the 
crooked cross at the top. Whether this 
was intentional or the result of an acci- 
dent is not known, but a hidden meaning 
has been attributed to it and it is carefully 
left in this position. 

As a conspicuously fine example of By- 





zantine workmanship the “Corona Sancta” 
is of the greatest interest, which is en- 
hanced by its historical value. Gs Ae

In the center is a ruby weighing almost 
a carat, surrounded by a circle of five large 
diamonds. The central stone is a symbol 
of a fireman’s life and the laurel badge is 
symbolic of faithfulness to duty. 








The jewelry store of Isaac Eiges, 424 E. 
Water St., Elmira, N. Y., was entered and 
robbed recently. Entrance to the store was 
gained by means of a cellar window, one 
pane of which was broken out and a card- 
board substituted. The cardboard was 
pushed in, the window raised. and the thief 
crawled through. The latch that fastened 
the door leading from the cellar to the 
store was easily unlocked. The stock 
stolen included a number of cheap watches, 
gold watch cases and chains and a small 
copper covered clock. The goods have 
been recovered by the police and one ar- 
rest has been made.

Most fre- 
quently formed into a soft woven band, 
they are also seen as a succession of circles 
that just touch one another, with a jew- 
eled section at the point of contact of each 
two of these circles.

The call for color has brought one of 
the less expensive stones into prominence 
in a new ring of the season. It is the 
olivine, which, as a central stone, slightly 
oval in form, is surrounded by fine dia- 
mond work. Through this side embellish- 
ment extend three slender lines of olivines 
in calibre setting. The color is beautiful, 
often being preferred to emerald, as it is 
warmer and softer in tone. 

* * * 

A new hair ornament, suitable for the 
more matronly woman, savors of the Per- 
sian in its diamond design. Suggestive of 
a plume, it is surmounted by a fan-shaped 
outline of feathers, which are clipped 
severly around the edge. Worn erect in 
the front of the head, and held in position 
by three or four teeth of shell that con- 
stitute a jointed section, it is smart and 
striking, rising from the soft and some- 
what high arrangement of coiffure that 
women of middle age often adopt. 

x * *x 

Jeweled heels and shoe buckles are in 
the front ranks of fashion. At first cau- 
tiously displayed, the former has been so 
well received that many distinct types have 
developed. Those most frequently seen 
consist of gold plates (that is, gold ap- 
plied to German silver) in attractive de- 
signs and studded at intervals with rhine- 
stones. Buckles come to match these heels 
and they are sometimes supplied with the 
curved bar, which throws the buckle into 
an almost erect position on the slipper. 
Again, the heels are thickly encrusted with 
gems-—set firmly in a silver plate—or in the 
case of a few Parisian novelties, they are 
embedded in the heel. The rhinestone and 
platinoid buckles are wonderful in design 
Exsie BEE.

| What the Well-Dressed Man and Woman Are Wearing for Morning, Afternoon and Evening. 
| 
' 





N considering the subject of the correct 
| jewelry to ‘be worn on certain occa- 
sions and at various periods of the day, 
here are many points to be borne in mind 
that modify the decision materially. Gen- 
erally speaking, the financial status and the 
social position that a man or woman wishes 
to maintain largely govern the accessories 
of dress in this line that he or she may 
adopt. It is useless to claim that a person 
may be well dressed according to the latest 
dictum of fashion without the means to 
buy the exclusive jewelry as it comes out 
luring the season. For jewelry is impera- 
tive nowadays, and to own all the proper 
pieces suited to different costumes and 
functions requires wealth and constant at- 
tention to this important detail of personal 
appearance. But, given the money with 
which to possess the most beautiful jew- 
eled creations, the personal taste of the 
purchaser, as well as the advice of the jew- 
eler, again affect the question and swerve 
the fashions to a greater or less extent. 

Then, there is another element that en- 
ters into the establishment of fashions and 
influences even a larger clientele as well as 
a greater number of dealers. It is the fact 
that the majority of customers have not 
the income that permits of the possession 
of the more extravagant jewelry, or whose 
taste or mode of life leads them into more 
conservative paths. For them a general 
provision must be made, but, again, cer- 
tain prevailing customs and ideas must be 
followed, the chief distinction in the pro- 
ductions consisting in the degree of orna- 
mentation and costliness. Lines, treat- 
ments, tendencies and art are uniform in 
both cases, but the simplicity or the sump- 
tuousness constitutes the difference. Thus 
the forms and conventionalities are some- 
what variable, and there are no hard and 
fast rules. But there are guide posts that 
point the way, and it is the purpose of this 
article to enumerate these. allowing a cer- 
tain latitude for personal opinion, and, per- 
haps, aiming principally at a high standard, 
that individual accommodation may _ be 
made accordingly. 

Jewelry for Women. 
PIECES SUITABLE FOR MORNING WEAR. 

It is hardly necessary to state that it is 
in exceedingly poor taste for a woman w 
wear much jewelry in the morning. As a 
rule she is gowned in a tailored costume at 
this time of day, and the only ornaments 
that are really suitable are those that have 
a useful value. A simple brooch, for in- 
stance, that holds the collar in place, is 
always appropriate. Either as a circle, bar 
pin, oval or even a horseshoe if diamonds, 
t diamonds and pearls, or among the less 
expensive pins of these outlines in gold 
r enamel, the pin at the throat is very de- 
sirable. She should also wear a ribbon 


autoir having a gold or platinum slide that 
S not at all elaborate, from which may 
-wing a more or less plain watch or a 





lorgnon. If the latter constitutes the pen- 
dant, then a bracelet watch may be con- 
sistently worn, although it should be of a 
modest type, possibly the tonneau-shaped 
platinum watch upon a black grosgrain 
ribbon. When the watch is the ornament 
of interest an enameled chain may sus- 
pend it instead of the ribbon, if preferred, 
the links being of platinum and exceedingly 
dainty. 

If a woman is in the habit of wearing 
earrings, those of the stud type are chosen 
for morning wear. They may be either of 
pearls, baroque pearls of good quality, or 
a pearl and a small diamond. 

It is claimed that in the whole realm of 
jewelry the pearl necklace of a single 
strand is the only piece that may be worn 
with taste in the morning, afternoon and 
evening, and the leading style at present 
calls for the abruptly graded gems—the 
seven central pairs being quite large, while 
those at the sides and back are small, but 
are heightened in beauty by the marquise 
diamond clasp. Of course, if the strand is 
of unusual value it is hardly proper to 
wear it before noon, but as a rule this in- 
imitable adornment is too costly to leave at 
home with safety, and women are there- 
fore prone to wear it constantly. A New 
York jeweler of prominence advises that 
it be worn under a filmy waist of voile, 
lace or chiffon. The wearing of the pearls 
against the skin is said to improve their 
luster, while their suggestive beauty is en- 
hanced when viewed through the gauzy 
fabric. 

Vanity cases, green gold mesh bags and 
change purses are, of course, adapted to 
morning and afternoon use, the distinction, 
if any is drawn, being made in the matter 
of elaborateness and suitability to the ap- 
parel. The exquisite vanity case, for in- 
stance, of diagonal stripes in diamonds and 
pearls would hardly be deemed the correct 
accessory for a morning shopping trip, 
while the knife-edge case of engine-turned 
gold is a trifle plain for a fashionable after- 
noon attire, when diamonds and pearls pre- 
dominate in the other ornaments of milady’s 
toilette. Of gold or platinum mesh, with 
or without stones in the bar, and of engine- 
turned green gold, the vanity case and the 
mesh bag are convenient and acceptable 
contrivances to carry all through the day. 
ORNAMENTS THAT ARE IN GOOD 

FORM. 

In the matter of afternoon jewels there 
is a wider range accorded to the choice 
and discretion of the wearer, the occupa- 
tion or function playing an important part 
in the adherence to fashion. For exam- 
ple, a woman who goes shopping in the 
afternoon would probably wear the same 
severe jewelry that she wore in the morn- 
ing. For carriage or concert, tea or re- 
ception, her jewelry would be more elabo- 
rate, although there would be this feature 
of note: each piece would be more ornate 


AFTERNOON 
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and costly, perhaps, but the number of 
ornaments would exceed only by one or 
two that of the earlier part of the day. In 
addition to the simple brooch, or in place 
of it, she might wear a diamond pendant 
which is not extreme in elaborateness. She 
would also substitute for the morning sau- 
tor the more showly one (also of black 
ribbon) having the large jeweled ornament 
on the left side. Pendants of less preten- 
sion may also be worn by the woman whose 
social life is less important, a characteristic 
of the season being the selection of stones 
that are suited, by harmony or contrast, to 
the gown. All the chains, also, are from 
16 to 18 inches in length, preferably the 
former. 

Bracelet watches of a more decorative 
nature are also in great vogue for the after- 
noon. They follow the general features 
noted in those for morning use, the bracelet 
of ribbon as well as platinum, with or 
without jewels, and even those of gold 
makeup, being in marked favor. 

The drop earring, if becoming, may be 
adopted with the afternoon costume, and 
the styles best liked are dainty in the ex- 
treme. The sets of earrings and necklace 
to match (the former being either drop or 
stud) have had a wide sale, although it is 
now hinted that the earring will not be 
with us much longer. While it is in the 
ranks of best sellers just at present, there 
is an indication that it may soon be on the 
wane. 

Rings, of course, are pleasing ornaments 
for the afternoon at all functions where 
the gloves are removed. They may be as 
ornate as desired, although it is, of course, 
unbecoming to wear an overabundance of 
them. In these it is difficult to draw a 
sharp line as to the fashionable and those 
upon which Dame Fashion has placed her 
ban, for both the ring having the impor- 
tant central stone as well as the one of 
several stones of interest, with fine diamond 
work surroundings and intricate traceries 
on the sides, are holding their own with 
emphasis. 

A bracelet, also, of good design, but not 
too highly embellished, and preferably of 
the close-fitting variety, may be appropri- 
ately adopted in the afternoon. 

JEWELED CREATIONS FOR THE EVENING. 

Evening is pre-eminently the time when 
a woman may display without compunction 
the beauty and sumptuousness of her jewels, 
and the gorgeous and irresistible works of 
art of the season may surely gratify her 
most extravagant wish. This is, indeed, a 
vear for jewelry, for to be absolutely cor- 
rect in evening attire a woman’s person, 
from the glittering bandeau in her hair to 
the sparkling gems upon her feet, expresses 
the wonderful effect of the well-chosen 
jeweled ornament of skilled workmanship. 

Beginning with her coiffeur, she may 
find diamond bandeaux of various excellent 
designs, jeweled combs and barrettes, and 
hairpins that glisten and scintillate with 
tiny brilliants. Combs, by the way. are 
worn in sets of two or three when the 
arrangement of the hair does not call for 
the casque comb or the bandeau. They 
comprise either the two side combs, or side 
combs and back comb, the lines of which 
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ere to the usual types, with the excep- 

that the teeth are larger and fewer. 

back comb is commonly worn in the 

t as a sort of bandeau, which, with the 

combs, gives almost the effect of a 
tinuous fillet. 

Platinum collars, diamond set or of 

ven pearls and diamonds, are exceed- 

ely successful for evening wear. They 

are two inches wide and are extremely 
lexible. The velvet ribbon collar is equally 
ttractive, with its central and two side 
ornaments and the diamond clasp at the 
back. 

Most elaborate pendants—long, sharp and 
slender in lines—are especially smart and 
effective, while diamond chains as neck- 
laces and sautoirs of diamonds are among 
the most desired neckwear. Pearls, rubies, 
sapphires and emeralds are brought into 
the designs, and here, as in all departments 
of jewelry, caliber work is a notable fea- 
ture. More than ever is this form of 
cutting and setting in evidence. 

Earrings in all the most extravagant and 
intricate designs and styles are seen in the 
evening. The leading type is the one of 
drop effect, and no spcial combinations of 
stones or colors are predominant. The 
gown and the occasion determine the use. 

Brooches only of the larger proportions, 
to be worn on the corsage, are permissible 
for the evening. Watches of all descrip- 
tions are also debarred, except when they 
are entirely conceald by a network of laci- 
ness wrought in platinum and diamonds, 
as in the case of an exceptionally ornate 
and hidden watch upon a bracelet, which 
would give the appearance of bracelet only, 
or in the use of the brooch which is worn 
on the corsage and contains a diminutive 
timepiece that slips out into view when a 
spring at the top is released. 

Shoe buckles are the daintiest of jew- 
eled conceits this year, the heels being 
similarly treated in stones and_ metals. 
Touches of color are evidenced to give 
contrast or to supply the note of harmony 
with the gown, and if real gems are pro- 
hibitive, there are exquisite buckles and 
jeweled heels in platinoid and plated gold 
set with rhinestones and imitation gems. 
Indeed, much of the diamond jewelry of 
recent manufacture and fashion may be had 
in materials of the lesser kind, and the 
workmanship and general effect recommena 
them to the person who cannot afford the 
luxury and delight of owning the “real.” 

Diamond bracelets of the flexible order, 
punctuated with sapphires, rubies, emeralds 
or pearls, contribute a feature of charm to 
the evening costume. They are really more 
popular than ever. those entirely of pearls 
(except for the diamond-studded sections 
at intervals) or of woven pearls being quite 

a mode, 

\nd as to rings, there is no limit to the 
luxuriousness of these always fashionable

n are works of art, exceptionally large, 
exquisite in the theme of their design and 

nderful in artistry. 


Jewelry for Men. 
The distinct change within the past few 
cars in the jewelry fashions for men is 
of the prominent features of progres- 





sion in the industry. Gradually a revolution 
has taken place. Where formerly men con- 
fined themselves strictly to plainest types, 
all showing a heaviness and so-called “mas- 
culine” severity of design and color, they 
are now adopting styles that vie with those 
of women in delicacy, luxury, color com- 
bination and intricacy of workmanship. 
No longer is the seal ring, the severe lapis 
or sardonyx setting, etc., the only one gen- 
erally accepted; the man of fashion re- 
stricts himself no more to plain gold links; 
his evening set is not exclusively of pearl. 
Instead, he wears diamonds combined with 
sapphires, emeralds and rubies, caliber set- 
tings of color amidst the fine diamond 
work designs, and graceful platinum effects 
that are heightened by a few touches of 
brilliance in the unusual precious stones 
that are skilfully interwoven. 

Of course, it is the really well-dressed 
man who is granted the privilege of these 
new ideas. The man of more conservative 
trend, as well as the one of less means, 
still clings to the older and more estab- 
lished rules of etiquette in the matter of 
attire. He is satisfied with less ostentation, 
and for him there are many novel notes in 
the recent output of jewelry that will ac- 
cord with his habits of dress and yet sup- 
ply the up-to-date touch. 

It will be seen, therefore, that in the fol- 
lowing comments on the subject the more 
pronounced modes are dwelt upon at 
greater length, but this only means that a 
man may adjust his decision of purchases 
in relation to these standards, selecting 
more inconspicuous jewelry that is quite 
in fashion whenever his taste so dictates. 

FOR MORNING AND AFTERNOON, 

The better-dressed man wears almost no 
jewelry in the morning. Cuff links of the 
simplest description, and possibly a scarf 
pin equally quiet, with a thin watch of plain 
monogramed gold or platinum, held by 
a slender vest chain of all platinum or 
platinum and gold, or even of plain gold, 
constitute his modest adornment. 

In the afternoon he may confine him- 
self to exactly the same articles. Or, if he 
dons the semi-dress cutaway coat, he will 
probably select jewelry that is in keeping 
with it, which would imply something more 
decorative. One of the authorities on the 
subject advises moonstones or a set of 
cabochon stones of individual preference. 
Another suggests that the solitary pearl is 
in best form for the pin, while the links 
should be of plain gold with the crest or 
monogram engraved upon them, or simply 
engine-turned, or, again, cabochon stones in 
a set, the man of fashion possessing many 
of these sets for various occasions. To 
match shirts with links and scarf pin is 
considered extremely faddish. 

Still another opinion carries the choice 
into a realm of a far more elaborate and 
ornate class of jewelry, designating for 
the proper afternoon attire a scarf pin of 
caliber diamond work of severe lines, or 
a large cut sapphire (which is emphatical- 
ly the man’s favorite stone this year), a 
star sapphire or a cat’s eye. According to 
the verdict of this connoisseur in the mat- 
ter of fashions. the sleeve links for the 
man of social distinction are preferably of 


star sapphire se:ting, with diamond orna- 
mentation, or they may be of enameled 
platinum with a few small diamonds. 

With one of the scarf pins of more em- 
bellished character, Oxford glasses may be 
worn by men of all ages. They are sus- 
pended from a ribbon guard that bears a 
slide composed of a cabochon stone or an 
extremely simple design in diamonds and 
platinum. 

The most popular ring of the hour is the 
one having a large solitary cabochon sap- 
phire or emerald, with caliber work on the 
sides. Square-cut stones are often intro- 
duced, as is also the slender line effect in 
color. Again, three stones are sometimes 
chosen, while seal-cut stones among those 
of the semi-precious class are in ¢onstant 
demand. Among those ot the less costly 
kind there is the ever-favored lapis, ame- 
thyst, sardonyx, ete. 

The vest chains that are worn in the 
afternoon are of platinum or platinum and 
gold, the chain of greatest slenderness hold- 


ing the position of first choice. Fobs are 
beginning to be reintroduced. They are 


chiefly of platinum chain work, with some- 
times the application of a few diamonds. 

APPROPRIATE JEWELRY FOR THE EVENING. 

If a man is distinctly smart in his ap- 
parel his evening dress will be heightened 
in attractiveness by a few jeweled pieces 
of beauty and substantial taste. He will 
wear, for instance, a set of studs, links and 
waistcoat buttons to match, in which the 
prevailing stone of preference—the star 
sapphire—will be the central interest, 
around which will be wrought a design in 
tiny brilliants. (Other stones, such as the 
plain sapphire or emerald, may be substi- 
tuted in a set of this kind.) 

With these he will combine a platinum 
vest chain strung at wide intervals with 
pearls, a pair of Oxford glasses upon a 
ribbon that is ornamented with a jeweled 
slide, a ring containing a diamond of 
medium size with caliber sapphires, rubies 
or emeralds—these being named in the or- 
der of their popularity—and he will carry 
in his pocket a cigar or cigarette case and 
a matchbox of the thinnest model, made of 
platinum and gold. 

Now, of course, there are many degrees 
of fashion following the one just indicated, 
and it is here that a man’s personal taste 
qualifies his possessions. He can be “cor- 
rect” and still not wear the jewels just 
enumerated, or, in fact, be entirely without 
these touches. For example, in accordance 
with an older custom, white only is in good 
form for the evening suit—white waist- 
coat and white tie. Thus, a set of pearls, 
with mother-of-pearl buttons, is acceptable, 
as is also that of French enamel in white. 
Indeed, many of the best jewelers advise the 
pearls as the most satisfactory, elegant and 
tasteful; or the beautiful sets of white 
mother-of-pearl, with or without platinum 
rims, and a tiny diamond, pearl, cabochon 
sapphire or emerald in the center, are quiet 
and dressy. There are also the sets of 
moonstones, which are so_ beautifully 
adapted to evening wear. And with any 
of these tasteful combinations the platinum 
vest chain, plain or with the pearls. is in 
proper accord. The watch that it holds 
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‘ld be of the thin proportions, since it 
more convenient and fashionable, while 
monogram may be engraved or inlaid 

4 metal of contrasting color—platinum 
in gold or gold in platinum. 

\With the dinner coat the restrictions are 
less rigid. Here individual taste is given 
full play, for this costume, being distinctly 
informal—suited to a dinner at home be- 
fore the theatre, or at the club—a man may 
select a cabochon set of sapphire, amethyst, 
topaz, etc. smoked pearl, or even gold. 
There is a tendency toward the adoption 
of a contrivance formed of two large 
cabochon stones with an elongated link of 
metal between them to hold the Tuxedo 
together. 








Mysterious Attempt to Rob Jewelers at 

Bridgeton, N. J., Proves Unsuccessful. 

Bripceton, N. J., Nov. 21—A mysterious 
and rather awkward attempt to commit a 
big diamond robbery has been blocked, and 
the John M, Laning Jewelry Store and: D. 
D. Henderson are richer by hundreds of 
dollars than would have been the case had 
the attempt been successful. The scheme 
is a new one, and, while it might have 
worked, seems rather clumsy. Still it 
might be a happy combination of circum- 
stances which prevented the would-be rob- 
bers from obtaining possession of the val- 
uable stones sent by Philadelphia firms to 
the local merchants. 

It is not known just how the operators 
expected to obtain possession of the gems, 
but Mr. Laning is of the opinion that there 
might have been a plan to rob his safe. He 
has asked the police to keep special watch 
of the store and a bright light has been 
kept burning at night. 

The telephone played an important part 
in the affair. Diamonds were ordered from 
four Philadelphia firms with whom Mr. 
Laning is accustomed to deal. The orders 
were sent over the telephone by a person 
representing himself to be Mr. Laning. As 
the jeweler invariably orders by mail and 
the orders were a little irregular, three of 
the firms did not sent the goods. The 
fourth firm did, delivering two rings to 
John H, Cooke, a messenger, who brought 
them to Mr. Laning. Mr. Cooke took them 
back this morning and they are now. safely 
in the hands of the dealer. 

With Mr. Henderson the scheme was 
worked differently. A diamond was or- 
dered over the telephone by someone who 
gave the name of Hepner, and the jeweler 
thought the speaker was an acquaintance. 
Mr. Henderson said he would get the ring 
from Philadelphia by messenger and send 
it to the address given on a certain day. 
In the meantime he had to be away for a 
day and asked to have the ring sent a day 
sooner. The Philadelphia firm received 
i telephone call to let Mr. Cooke have 
the diamond to deliver to the customer of 
Mr. Henderson at the ferry, and Mr. 
\ooke received a méssage to the same ef- 
ect. As the firm had Mr. Henderson's 
rder to send the ring a day sooner the

Manhattan Assembly of Assurance 
League of America Elects Delegates 
to Attend Meeting of National 
Senate. 

A specia] meeting of Manhattan Assem- 
bly No. 1, of the Assurance League of 
America (formerly the old Jewelers’ 
League), was held last Thursday after- 
noon at the Astor House, Broadway and 
Vesey St., New York, for the purpose ot 
electing two representatives to the National 
Senate of the League. The senators elect- 
ed by each of the three assemblies, located 
in Brooklyn, New York and Scranton, 
will, with officers of the organization, meet 
in conference to consider propositions of 
reinsurance, which have been placed before 
the League by the New York Insurance 
Department. 

The meeting was called to order at 3 
p. M. by President Geo. W. Street, who at 
the outset requested that all persons in the 
room not members of the League be ex- 
cused. ‘his at once precipitated a discus- 
sion which was only a harbinger of a fac- 
tional fight which was to follow. It was 
evident from the time that President Street 
first called the meeting to order that there 
were two strong factions among the mem- 
bers of the League, one in favor of and 
the other opposed to an offer of reinsur- 
ance made to the League by the Order coi 
the Golden Seal. 

A heated discussion regarding the recog- 
nition of proxies occupied a considerable 
portion of the early part of the meeting. 
Finally it was moved by William T. Gough 
that the number of members and those 
holding proxies at the meeting be counted, 
which was done, and it was found that 
there were nine people holding proxies. 
President Street ruled that the proxies 
would not be recognized. and that those 
holding them should leave the room. 

This ruling at once threw the meeting 
into an uproar which resulted in little be- 
ing accomplished. An appeal was. taken 
from the ruling ot President Street re- 
garding the proxies and the question was 
placed before the meeting and voted upon, 
with the provision that if defeated those 
holding proxies could remain in the room 
without participating in the voting. The 
ballot resultéd in a count of 27 in favor of 
ruling out the proxies and 17 opposed to 
it. The chair then appointed W. H. Tarl- 
ton, A. Katsenhuber and W. A. Goodheart 
as tellers, and the meeting was thrown 
open to nomination for delegates. 

One of the members asked that before 
the balloting began that counsel for the As- 
surance League explain what the nomina- 
tions were for and Secretary Kerr out- 
lined the situation, saying that each As- 
sembly elects two representatives to the 
National Senate, the governing body of the 
League, and that the object of the meeting 
was to elect these two representatives to 
the Senate. It was explained that the 
Senate would consider the proposition 
of reinsurance made by the Order of the 
Golden Seal. 

There seemed to be a lack of under- 
standing among the members of the League 
regarding the formation of the Assemblies, 
and some of the members were heard to 
remark that they had never before been 
informed of the formation of these assem- 
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blies and had known nothing about them. 
It was explained that the assemblies were 
created by the members some years ago 
and had been in existence tor some time. 
After a number of other questions had 
been asked regarding the assemblies and 
the meeting of the General Senate, re- 
garding which there seemed to be a gen- 
eral lack of information so far as the mem- 
bers were concerned, the meeting proceed- 
ed to ballot on candidates to represent the 
Manhattan Assembly at the meeting of the 
Senate, the following names having been 
placed in nomination: Theodore L. Parker 
and F. H. Duckwitz, who stood for the 
Order of the Golden Seal, and E. A. Leh- 
mann and F. C. Geiger, who were candi- 
dates representing the faction in favor of 
accepting the Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Co.’s offer of reinsurance. 

Just before the secret ballot was taken, 
Felix H. Levy, the attorney representing 
the Members’ Committee, which was 
formed some time ago at a meeting of the 
League, when the question of reinsurance 
first came up, appealed to President Street 
to have the situation regarding the rein- 
surance proposition outlined by both sides 
prior to the beginning of the voting, so 
that all could vote intelligently, but no 
action on this was taken, it being moved 
that the members proceed: to ballot. 

Secret ballot was taken which resulted 
in the following vote: Theodore L. Parker, 
36; F. H. Duckwitz, 37; E. A. Lehmann 
and IF. C. Geiger each 22 votes. 

Some time ago the Assurance League 
of America offered its members a num- 
ber of optional plans of insurance, in most 
instances increasing the rates. The New 
York State Insurance Department became 
interested in the situation, and finally a 
plan of reinsurance was submitted to mem- 
bers offering to them a choice between 
the Order of the Golden Seal and the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Co. A refer- 


endum vote was taken which resulted in 


favor of the Order of the Golden Seal. 
Notices were later sent out calling a meet- 
ing of the Manhattan Assembly to elect 
two representatives to the National Senate 
of the Assurance League. This was the 
meeting Thursday, which resulted in the 
election of the two delegates favoring the 
Order of the Golden Seal.

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London Diamond Trade Good and Cut- 
ters Keen to Buy with Increase 
in Prices. 

Lonpon, Nov. 16.—The Financial News 
till gives good accounts of the situation 
» the diamond trade. In a special article 
vesterday it said: 

“The position of the diamond market re- 
mains very sound. When the uncertainty 
ind slackness of trade that have occurred 
in so many industries owing to the war in 
the Near East are considered, the manner 
in which the diamond industry has borne 
itself during the crisis is as convincing a 
proof as could be wished for of tne 
strength of the market. Prices have not 
fallen; on the contrary, they have in- 
creased; and although matters in Amster- 
dam and Antwerp have, during the last 
week or so, nad a somewhat quieter tend- 
eicy, this is due more to the approach of 
the end of the year than to any feeling of 
uncertainty as to the political trouble dis- 
turbing the progress of the trade. 

“During the week the Diamond Syndi- 
cate has sold the produce of the Wessel- 
ton Mine, and next Monday will offer the 
Kimberley goods. For these the applica- 
tions continue very heavy, and all round 
the London market in rough goods keen- 
ness to buy is still the order of the day. 
The lifting of the clouds to a slight extent 
in the Balkans during the last day or two 
has met with a ready response on the part 
of European dealers, and more demand 
has come from thcse quarters than has 
been seen for a week or two. As men- 
tioned in previous articles, the diamond 
industry is in a sounder condition to-day 
that for years past, and, given freedom 
from political strife, such an expansion 
of trade is regarded as likely to take place 
as even the most optimistic people in dia- 
mond circles ‘nave hitherto hardly cared to 
foreshadow. 

“So far as the share market is concerned 
it would appear that the public has con- 
fined its attentions to the leading pro- 
ducers, as substantial gains are recorded in 
De Beers, Jagers and Premiers. Accord- 
ing to various authorities, there is still 
‘something to go for’ in this direction.” 

The Amsterdam correspondent of the 
Financial News refers this week to the 
soundness of the position at that center, 
saying : 

“In the diamond trade no further un- 
favorable developments, after the failure 
of a French firm in the previous week have 
taken place. It is pointed out on this side 
that the firm in question was of a specu- 
lative character and that its disappearance 
clears the market of an uncertain element. 
In Antwerp certain troubles arose in con- 
sequence of the war, ‘Amsterdam being 
only involved for trifling amounts. It may 
be that foreign purchasers will try to profit 
by these occurrences by making lower bids, 
hoping that weak parties may be inclined 
to sell even at a loss. 

“As far as Amsterdam is concerned, such 
a policy would not have the desired result. 
There has been no over-extension of cred- 
its in the diamond trade here and the posi- 
tion remains absolutely sound, so that the 
jewelers will not have to part with their 
stocks except at a profit. The export to 


the United States has fallen to low fig- 
ures in the past week, which may have 
been in connection with the Presidential 
election. This being over, it is expected 
that American buyers will soon enter the 
market actively again.” 








Pennsylvania Jewelers Ask to Have 
Mercantile Tax Law Repealed. 

PITTSBURGH, Pa., Nov. 21.—Every jew- 
eler in Pittsburgh, and, in fact, throughout 
the State, wants the mercantile tax law 
repealed. John M. Roberts, president oi 
the Pennsylvania Retail Jewelers’ ‘Associa- 
tion, and Secretary C. S. Wiley of the 
same organization appeared yesterday be- 
fore the special legislative committee of 
the Pennsylvania legislature which is in- 
vestigating taxation in Pennsylvania at a 
meeting held at the Chamber of Commerce. 
Mr. Roberts presented the jewelers’ claims 
to the legislators. 

In his argument before the committee 
and a large number of business men Mr. 
Roberts declared that the retail merchants 
of Pennsylvania are the least able to bear 
the burden imposed by this tax. He pro- 
posed a tax on department stores, and said 
that if something is not done to protect 
the small merchant in Pennsylvania such 
merchants may be driven from the State 
within the next 20 years. 

It appears that in this State the mer- 
cantile tax amounts to one mill on every 
dollar’s worth of merchandise that the 
merchant sells, and of the 1,200 jewelry 
merchants in Pennsylvania Mr. Roberts 
contended that it was safe to say that they 
paid upwards of $50,000 a year. There are 
hundreds of merchants who must pay this 
$5 or $10 tax to the State every year, it 
was contended, and it was also argued that 
its payment worked a hardship to the small 
dealer struggling for existence. 

It was pointed out during the progress 
of the hearing that many corporations’ 
property in Pennsylvania is exempt from 
taxation. In fact, it was shown that there 
is property to the value of from $60,000,000 
to $100,000,000, chiefly real estate, on which 
no tax is paid. 

The mercantile tax law is one that affects 
every jeweler in the State as well as every 
merchant doing business. Mr. Roberts con- 
tends that it is an unjust law, and that it 
is of no benefit to the State, since so much 
of the money simply goes to politicians as 
“a reward,” so to speak. Owing to the fact 
that he was pressed for time, Mr. Roberts 
promised that he would file a brief with 
the committee setting forth in detail the 
objections which the jewelers of this State 
have to this law, since the jewelers as an 
organization appeared to be the only mer- 
chants to come forward to fight it. 

Other trade organizations, however, are 
known to be against it, and it is quite likely 
that the Pennsylvania Retail Jewelers’ As- 
sociation will work in harmony with all 
other trade organizations in the State to 
obtain the repeal of the law. Mr. Roberts’ 
idea, so far as department stores are con- 
cerned, is to place a tax on them according 
to the number of wares they sell.

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St. Paul Police Offer Reward for Arrest 
of Samuel Nelshofsky. 

St, PauL, Minn., Nov. 22.—The police of 
this city have offered a reward of $200 
for the arrest of Samuel Nelshofsky, who 
is also known as Samuel Nelson. Nelshof- 
sky is accused of breaking into the safe 
of J. E. McCarthy, a jeweler of this city, 
last May, stealing several thousand dollars’ 
worth of jewelry and diamonds, and also 
getting away with $357 in cash. 

In the circular sent out by J. C. Field- 
ing, chief of detectives of this city, the 
fugitive is described as about 22 vears old, 
about five feet eight or nine inches in

He is hard of hearing and usually 
has cotton in his right ear. 

He is described as a neat dresser, rather 
talkative, but with a mild voice.

No Free Assays Made by Geological 
‘Survey. 

Attention is called by the United States 
Geological Survey at Washington to the 
fact that it does not make analyses or as- 
says of ores or metals for private parties. 
Many specimens and samples are received 
by the Survey, accompanied by requests for 
such treatment, with which it is impos- 
sible to comply. The force of chemists 
employed in the Survey is small, and their 
time is fully occupied by their regular of- 
ficial duties. The Geological Survey has 
no facilities at all for making gold and 
silver assays. The most that can be done 
is for the Survey geologist to give an off- 
hand opinion based on a simple examina- 
tion of the specimen. If an assay is de- 
sired, the proper course is to employ a 
private assayer or to send the specimen 


to one of the Government assay offices, 
where a regular charge is made for such 


work.

Survey for examination, applicants should 
be particular to state whether they wish 
them returned, as otherwise they will be 


destroyed.

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Decimal Metric Carat Committee Hold 
Meeting at New York to Elect Of- 
ficers and Discuss Plans. 

A meeting of the committee of the New 
York gem dealers, who were instrumental 
in the movement for the adoption of the 
metric carat, was held Thursday afternoon 
at the rooms of the National Jewelers 
Board of Trade, 15 Maiden Lane, New 
York, at which time officers were chosen, 
a resolution adopted and plans discussed 
for putting the new system of weighing 

gems into operation. 

The meeting was attended by a good rep- 
resentation of the trade and the committee 
organized with the following officers: M. 
D. Rothschild, of the American Gem & 
Pearl Co., chairman: Frederick N. Larter, 
of Larter & Sons, vice-chairman; Walter 
Krementz, of Krementz & Co., Newark, 
secretary, and Albert M. Kohn, of Theo. 
A. Kohn & Son, treasurer. A _ resolution 
was passed authorizing the committee to 
add to its membership from representa- 
tives of the trade in all parts of the coun- 
try in order to make the committee one 
which would represent all sections, and 
to do all that is necessary for the instruc- 
tion of the trade in preparing for the use 
of the new metric carat. The committee 
adopted the name Decimal Metric Carat 
Committee. 

A letter was read from Ed. Euillaume, 
of the Bureau Internationale des Poids et 
Mesures, Severes, which stated that the 
metric carat was adopted in Holland on 
April 7, 1911. 

The committee at present includes the

Keystone Watch Case Co. Gets Order 

Compelling Government Witnesses 

to Answer Question on Cross 
Examination. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Nov. 22.—A_ point 
was scored here to-day by the defense in 
the suit of the Government against the 
Keystone Watch Case Co., whom it is pros- 
ecuting under the Sherman Anti-Trust Law, 
when Federal Judge J. Whittaker Thomp- 
son ruled that W. A. Blythe, of New York, 
a Government witness, must answer certain 
questions regarding the present condition of 
the busines of Joseph Fahys & Co., of New 
York, with which he is connected, when 
cross-examined by counsel for the de- 
fendants. Under advice of his attorney, 
Matthew C. Fleming, Mr. Blythe refused 
to divulge this information at a previous 
shearing. 

The case was argued before Judge 
Thompson by S. M. Hyneman, an attorney 
of this city, acting for the Keystone Watch 
‘Case Co. He was accompanied in court by 
Edward Hacker, the Government exam- 
iner who has been taking testimony at the 
previous hearings. 

In petitioning the court for a ruling in 
effect that the witness Blythe should fur- 
wish the information desired by the de- 
fendant’s attorney in  cross-examination, 
Mr. Hyneman argued that since the wit- 
ness furnished.information to the Govern- 
ment against the Keystone Watch Case Co., 
there was no logical reason why he should 
not accommodate the defendants. He 
argued that if the witness so testified that 
his concern’s business had been ruined by 
reason of a letter alleged to have been sent 
out by the Keystone Watch Case Co. in 
1910, threatening to cut off certain jobbers 
unless they refused to handle any other 
product than that of the Keystone Watch 
(Case Co., then it was no more tnan right 
that he produce the books of the concern 
with which he was connected, showing the 
condition of their business at the present 
time, 

Mr. Hyneman further argued that should 
the witness Blythe show any disposition to 
refuse to respond to a subpoena demand- 
ing his presence in a Philadelphia court, 
that the court should compel his appear- 
ance as its subpoena held good fora distance 
of 100 miles from the point of issuance, and 
since the home of Mr. Blythe was in Mont- 
clair, N. J., and his business in New York, 
there was no reason why he should not put 
in an appearance when the court demanded. 

Judge Thompson sustained the arguments 
of the attorney for the Keystone Watch 
Case Co. Neither Mr. Blythe nor his coun- 
sel, Mr. Flemming, appeared in court. 

The ruling on Mr. Blythe is the last of 
a series of five asked for by attorneys 
representing the Keystone Watch Case Co., 
on witnesses who refused to answer ques- 
tions regarding the present condition of the 
respective business when asked in cross- 
examination by.attorneys for the defense in 
the Government’s suit against the watch 
case company. 

When Mr. Blythe files his answer in re- 
sponse to the order of the court, then the 
Keystone Watch Case Co. will commence 
its case. The defense will begin in Chi- 


cago, and Government Examiner Hacker 
will take testimony from its witnesses also 
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in Cle,eiand, Cincinnati, New York and 
Philadeiphia. Mr. Hyneman said last week 
that he did not know just exactly when 
testimony for the defense would be taken 
in Philadelphia, but that it in all possi- 
bility would not be for some time. 

The four other witnesses beside Mr. 
Blythe who refused to give testimony re- 
vealing the present status, of their busi- 
nesses, until so ordered by the court, were: 
George Weidig, Chicago manager for the 
Jos. Fahys & Co., the same concern with 
which Mr. Blythe is connected; C. L. M. 
Stark, vice-president of the North Amer- 
ican Watch Case Co., of Mansfield, Ohio; 
Moses Loeb, secretary of the Dueber Watch 
Case Mfg. Co., of Canton, Oho, and A. M. 
Dueber, president of the same concern. 

Mr. Dueber’s case was argued before 
Judge Thompson in this city last October. 
At that time the Keystone Watch Case Co. 
was represented by John G. Johnson, Mr. 
Dueber by R. C. McCollough, and the 
Government by special assistant to the At- 
torney General, William T. Chantland. 

Mr. McCollough, acting for Mr. Dueber, 
contended that the Keystone Watch Case 
Co. wanted the information for purposes 
other than were needed in its defense of 
the suit instituted by the Government. He 
argued that it would give the Keystone 
company an unfair advantage in its de- 
fense of his client’s private suit against 
the concern. He said Dueber did not object 
to disclosing the books of his company ui- 
less it meant a pecuniary loss to him, but 
that he claimed privilege to that extent. 
Mr. Dueber, he stated, was called by the 
Government as a witness in the suit 
against the Keystone company, and he came 
unwillingly. He, therefore, thought the 
Government should protect him from an- 
swering any questions which were irre- 
levant to the case at issue, and from giving 
information which he claimed the de- 
fendant would use for purposes other than 
those connected with the suit. 

The court, however, as in all other cases, 
ruled that the witness must produce his 
books and answer the questions put to him 
by the attorney for the defense in the 
Government’s suit, in cross-examination. 
Creditors File Bankruptcy Petition 
Against Chris Hewig, Evansville, Ind. 

EvansvILLeE, Ind., Nov. 20—An_ involun- 
tary petition in bankruptcy has been filed 
before United States Commissioner J. W. 
Wartmann here by Kahn & Abraham, 
wholesale jewelers in New York, against 
Chris Hewig, who conducts a large store 
on Main St. 

Kahn & Abraham claim they have ex- 
tended Hewig credit to the extent of sev- 
eral thousand dollars. At the time the 
bankruptcy petition was filed the sheriff 
was given an order of sale in favor of 
Thomas Van Buskirk, an attorney of this 
city, and Gus Hartmetz, local banker, for 
$2,000, and there is also a delinquent tax 
claim of $500 against Mr. Hewig. 

The sheriff will proceed to sell the stock 
to satisfy the judgment held by Van Bus- 
kirk and Hartmetz. 

Mr. Hewig has been in business here for 
the past 15 years or more. He is prom- 
inent in political and lodge circles, and his 
friends hope he will settle his troubles. 
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Death of Daniel O’Hara. 

WaLtTHAM, Mass., Nov. 22.— Daniel 
O'Hara, manufacturer of watch dials in 
this city for upward of a score of years, 
died Nov. 19 at his residence on Green- 
wood Ave. from cirrhosis of the liver, with 
which he nad been ill for several weeks. 

Mr. O'Hara was born in Ohio March 1, 
1855, and early in his career removed to 
Newport, Ky., where he was employed in 
the Dueber Watch Case Co., later going 
to Chicago, but ‘still in the Dueber com- 
pany’s employ. Subsequently he went to 
New York, and was with the Waltham 
Watch Co. there. In 1882 he was trans- 
ferred to Waltham as foreman of the case 
department in the factory here. When the 
company discontinued its case factory in 
1890, Mr. O'Hara decided to start in busi- 
ness for himself as a manufacturer of 
watch dials. 

His first shop was a small one on Bed- 
ford St., but this was outgrown in a few 
years, his venture proving very successful 
and his products finding a good market in 
all sections of the country and abroad. He 
built the factory on Crescent Park, one of 
the leading industrial plants of the city. 

In ‘nis capacity as a public spirited citizen 
Mr. O’Hara served on the School Board 
for three years, and also at one period as 
a license commissioner. He was of a gen- 
erous, whole-hearted disposition and made 
many firm friends. 

Mr. O’Hara was married in 1889 at Pots- 
dam, N. Y., to Miss Mayfred Leonard, who 
with four sons survive him. The funeral 
took place Thursday morning. 








Rochester Jeweler Lodges Charges 
Against Mercantile Agency 
Representative. 


Rocuester, N. Y., Nov. 25.—Charles H. 
Truitt, 27 years old, who claims to come 
from St. Louis, was arrested here Thurs- 
day on a charge of grand larceny. Truitt, 
with George H. Bather, of New York, and 
C. W. La Grave, of St. Louis, came here a 
few weeks ago, and claimed to represent tne 
Barr & Widen collecting agency. It is 
claimed that they were doing business here 
without having filed a certificate in the 
office of the County Clerk. 

Things were coming their way easy, with 
credit at first unquestioned, until Detectives 
McDonald and McInerney arrested them on 
a charge of grand larceny. Their attorney 
claimed that they were arrested without a 
warrant, and asked for their discharge, but 
Judge Chadsey ruled that this was not nec- 
essary in a charge of this character. Their 
hearing was adjourned until Nov. 26. 

After the men left the court room Truitt 
was arrested on a charge of grand larceny 
and misrepresentation made by S. D. Bur- 
ritt, a jeweler on State St. Truitt pro- 
cured earrings and a diamond ring from 
3urritt’s store. The jewelry was valued at 
$168. 

Bail was fixed at $500. Truitt was un- 
able to furnish the money. The trio gained 
the confidence of Mr. Burritt by showing 
him valuable credentials and his book- 
keeper turned over some $5,000 of accounts 
tor collection.

After shooting Schwartz- 
kopf, Forsbrey ran from the store and 
went to 37 Cooper Sq., where he fired 
three shots at Morris Katz, a clerk in a 
United Cigar Store. Katz was shot in the 
arm and head, but recovered. Both shoot- 
ings took place on July 26 and occurred 
within two hours’ time. 

When Forsbrey was arraigned for sen- 
tence last Friday unusual precaution 
was taken to see that he did not 
escape when in court and later when 
taken to Sing Sing. Sheriff Harburger 
took the extra precaution of carrying 
a big revolver, and his assistants were 
also. armed. Forsbrey was taken to 
Sing Sing on the 11:55 train with a half 
dozen other prisoners, who were placed 
in the same van at the Tombs, On one 
‘harge the prisoner was sentenced to Sing 
Sing for nine years and on the other for 
not less than 20 years. 

Forsbrey was represented by Barton S. 
Weeks, and when he was arraigned be- 
tore Judge Mulqueen it was recommended 
that the judge accept a plea of guilty to 
murder in the second degree and assault 
in the first degree. This plea was recom- 
mended because no motive for committing 
the crimes could be shown, although it was 
supposed to be robbery in both cases. 

The principal witness against Forsbrey 
was Emanuel Goldstein, who testified that 
on the day of the murder he was passing 
Schwartzkopf’s shop and saw the jewel- 
er’s head in the window. He was about 





day morning, doing great damage to the 
stock and slightly injuring Miss Marie 
Smith, bookkeeper, and Tigner Williams, a 
clerk. The exact cause of the explosion 
has not as yet been ascertained. It was 
stated, however, by experts who examined 
the boiler, that the cause of the explosion 
was low pressure and that probably com- 
pressed air had formed closing the flues. 
The furnace had not been in operation 
since last Winter, and the negro porter 
who lighted it had just come up from the 
basement when the explosion occurred. He 
stated that the steam gauge did not show 
any steam pressure and that there was 
sufficient water in the boiler to keep up 
the steam. 

Mr. Pekor stated that he could not esti- 
mate his loss, but thought it would be in 
the thousands of dollars. The principal 
damage sustained was to the show cases. 
nine of the 10 in the store being damaged. 
The stock was scattered over the floor, 
and until an inventory is made it will be 
impossible to give a correct statement of 
the monetary loss. At the time of the ex- 
plosion Miss Smith and Mr. Williams were 
standing near one of the heated flues. When 
the boiler exploded both were thrown to 
the floor but, with the exception of a few 
bruises, they were not seriously injured. 

The fire department was called, but the 
assistance of the firemen was not needed, 
as no blaze resulted from the explosion. 

Mr. Pekor stated that he had carried 
$5,000 fire insurance on his stock, but it is 
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thought that he cannot collect on account 
of the nature of the accident. The ex- 
plosion at this particular time of the year, 
with the Christmas buying in full swing, 
was particularly unfortunate, as it will 
take Mr. Pekor several weeks to again get 
his stock in condition for selling purposes 








F. L. Thompson, Clinton, Mo., Accused 
of Fraudulently Removing His Stock. 

Kansas City, Mo., Nov. 20.—With the 
filing of an involuntary petition in bank- 
ruptcy before W. B. C. Brown  s referee 
in the Federal Court of Kansas Cty, there 
developes one of the most unusual cases 
of alleged swindling known to the jew- 
elry trade of this section. The defendant 
is F. L. Thompson, for several years a 
jeweler of Clinton, Mo., whose business 
has been run in the name of his wife, Mrs. 
L. B. Thompson, who is believed to be en- 
tirely innocent of any intent to defraud. 
Thompson is charged with ordering heavily 
from wholesale houses in Kansas City, St 
Louis and Cincinnati and then practically 
depleting his store of its stock, which he 
hid in various places. 

Claims to the aggregate of more than 
$3,000 have been filed and it ‘s believed 
that this represents only a part of the al- 
leged defalcations. Thompson was under 
suspicion for some time prior to court ac- 
tion, and when the petition in bankruptcy 
was filed, Harry Meade, deputy United 
States marshal for Kansas City, went to 
Clinton to take possession of the stock. 
Accompanying him was C. L. Stange, rep- 
resentative of a Cincinnati wholesale jew- 
elry house. These men, with two other 
attorneys, went to the Thompson store, 
where they discovered that practically all 
of the stock had been removed. 

Thompson slipped out of Clinton before 
the officer and attorneys arrived, but late at 
night Deputy Meade located Thompson’s 
automobile standing at a suburban street 
corner in Clinton. After watching for 
some time, Thompson came out of house 
and started to crank his machine when he 
was arrested. In his pockets were found 
jewelry valued at $1,700. 

Further search developed the fact that 
Thompson had hidden trunks and cases of 
jewelry and silverware in various stores 
and houses. At the home of one of Mr. 
Thompson’s close friends was found a suit 
case conta’ning necklaces and watch move- 
ments valued at more than $2,000. The 
friend was innocent of any knowledge of 
Thompson’s transactions and readily gave 
up the goods. A trunk full of valuable 
jewelry was shipped to ‘St. Louis and offi- 
cers believe it will be recovered. 

Thompson is said to have confessed his 
intention to defraud his creditors, but de- 
clared that his wife knew nothing of the 
affair, although the business was conducted 
in her name. The offenses charged against 
Thompson constitute a felony under the 
laws of Missouri, as well as an infraction 
of the Federal statutes. Depositions are 
now being taken in the case in the Fed- 
eral Court in Kansas City and Thompson

New York 
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jewelers of Washington, D. C., Denounce 

Post Office Department’s Sale of Un- 

claimed Articles, as a Lottery. 

\VasHineton, D. C., Nov. 23.—Charges 

iat the annual “‘dead-letter” sale of the 

‘ost-Office Department, which will be held 
n this city Dec. 16, is not only detrimental 

, the business interests of the city’s mer- 
hants in general and the jewelers in par- 

‘ular, but that it is a lottery which a pri- 
ate concern or individual would not be 
lowed to conduct, were made at the meet- 
ne of the Retail Jewelers’ Association of 
the District held last Friday evening in the 
rooms of the Chamber of Commerce. 

It was declared that nearly 500 pieces of 
ewelry of various kinds will be sold for 

price estimated at $15,000. The sale will 
be held the day following the payment of 
alaries to the army of Government clerks 
and right in the height of the holiday 
season. 

The sale is ‘by “sight unseen.’ That is, 
the accumulation of articles gathered by the 
dead-letter office during the last year are 
tied up in bundles and catalogued, the 
purchasers having no knowledge of what 
they are buying except by the meager de- 
scriptions in the catalogue. Members of 
the association said that each year after 
the sale several persons would come into 
their stores and ask the real value of ar- 
ticles of jewelry they had purchased from 
the Government in this manner. 

It is understood that Postmaster-General 
Hitchcock has expressed himself as favor- 
ing a date in the Spring for holding the 
sale. On motion of Julius Duehring, the 
“dead-letter”’ sale will be made the special 
business for the January meeting, at which 
time a committee will probably be appoint- 
ed to take such steps as are necessary to 
bring the matter before the Post-Office 
Department with a view of having the date 
f the sale changed so that it will not come 
at the holiday season. The association will 
also urge that the method of sellirg the 
goods be changed so that the public can 
see what it is buying before bidding on 
an article. 

This year the catalogue contains the de- 
scription of a diamond weighing a little 
over three carats. This stone will be the 
last article put up at the auction. It was 
liscovered loose in a packet of mail and 
no one ever put in a claim for it. There- 
fore it was sent to the dead-letter office 
along with thousands of other pieces of 
mail containing articles of more or less 
value, the senders or addressees of which 
cou'd not be found. 

President George W. Spier, who presided 
at the meeting, read a copy of the so-called 
Harper bill passed last year by the Mary- 
land legislature, which gives a jeweler a 
lien on all articles left to be repaired or 
engraved, and also provides that he may 
dispose of articles left for repairs which 
are not called for within two years. The 
copy of the bill was turned over to the ex- 
ecutive committee, which is working on a 
similar bill for the District. The associa- 
tion expects to enlist the aid of the District 
Commissioners in having Congress pass the 
measure. 


Announcement was made by Secretary 


W. H. Oringe of the consummation of a 


plan which is expected to save the members 
of the association a considerable sum dur- 
ing the next year and which could be 
adopted in other cities where conditions 
are similar to those in Washington. This 
relates to the shipment of boxes, cartons, 
tags and other special stationery supplies 
used by jewelers. There is no supply house 
in Washington which carries a full stock 
of these goods, and practically all of them 
are ordered direct from New York or 
Philadelphia. The jewelers found that fre- 
quently the expressage was more than the 
bill for the goods. The association has now 
entered into an arrangement with a certain 
manufacturing company whereby several 
individual orders will be consolidated into 
one shipment and sent by freight to one 
address, from which the different orders 
can be distributed or called for by the jew- 
elers. It is estimated that this will result 
in a saving of from 50 to 75 per cent. in 
transportation charges. 

On motion of John Hansen, it was voted 
not to hold a meeting in December because 
of the rush of holiday business, the next 
meeting to be held early in January. 








Decisions by Board of United States 
General Appraisers on Jewelry and 
Kindred Lines. 

\mong the recent decisions handed down 
by the Board of United States General Ap- 
praisers at New York are several of interest 
to the jewelry trade. The Board sustained 
the protest by the General Electric Co., New 
York, against entry under the Tariff Act 
of 1909 of small sapphires cut into bearings 
for electrical instruments and upon which 
had been placed an assessment of 50 per 
cent. ad valorem under Par. 199, as articles 
composed of semi-precious stones. The 
Board found that the bearings made of 
precious stones for all instruments of pre- 
cision, other than watches or clocks, were 
dutiable at 20 per cent. ad valorem under 
Par, 480 as “unenumerated manufactured 

articles.” 

Emrich, King & Schorch, New York, 
protested duty levied on silver rosaries. 
The merchandise consisted of silver beads 
identical to other merchandise upon which 
the Board had previously ruled. The claim 
of the importers for an assessment of 45 
per cent. ad valorem under Par. 199 of the 
Act of 1909 was sustained, the Collector's 
decision being reversed. 

The protest of Bawo & Dotter, New 
York, regarding duty on clocks was over- 
ruled. Duty was assessed at 40 per cent. 
ad valorem under Par. 192 as “parts of 
clocks.” The importer’s claim for assess- 
ment at $1 each and 40 per cent. ad valorem 
under Par. 192 is not sustained by the 
Board, the Collector’s decision being 
affirmed. 

The protest of Robert B. Ways, Balti- 
more, on the assessment of beaded chains, 
was overruled. The chains consisted of 
beads and were held properly classified un- 
der Par. 421 of the Tariff Act of 1909.

Salesman for Bailey, Banks & Biddle 
Co., Philadelphia, Pa., Arrested on 
Charge of Robbing Employer. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Nov. 24.—Arrested 
on a charge of stealing jewelry from the 
store of the Bailey, Banks & Biddle Co., 
1218 Chestnut St., Edward L. Miller, son 
of a wealthy real estate dealer of Strouds- 
burg, Pa., was arraigned early this morning 
before Magistrate Gorman in the night 
court here, and held under $1,000 bail for 
a further hearing. Miller was employed as 
a salesman, and the value of articles stolen 
within the last few months, the police say, 

is estimated at more than $5,000. 

Attention of Pinkerton and City Hall 
detectives who were assigned to investigate 
the thefts were attracted to Miller, they 
say, by his extravagant mode of living. Ac- 
cording to the detectives, Miller was fre- 
quently seen dining with chorus girls, and 
according to the police, nightly taxicab 
rides were often enjoyed by him. 

Young Miller came to this city six 
months ago with glowing references from 
his family, business men and clergymen of 
Stroudsburg. He accordingly had little 
difficulty in securing a position with the 
Bailey, Banks & Biddle Co. 

For several months articles of jeweler 
have been missed from the store, but all 
efforts to trace the thefts were unsuccess- 
ful. Finally Pinkerton detectives were en- 
gaged, and they worked in conjunction 
with the regular police detectives from City 
Hall. 

The high life led by Miller, according to 
the detectives, attracted their attention 
from the start, and in consequence of this 
his movements were closely watched. Last 
night he was arrested at 15th and Morris 
Sts. while trying to pawn a gold cigarette 
case valued at $50, so the police say. 

Miller was taken to City Hall and ques- 
tioned. The detectives say he confessed 
to the thefts of about 50 cigarette cases, 
ranging in value from $15 to $50. In addi- 
tion to these articles many other valuables 
have disapeared from the store. 

According to the detectives, Miller said 
he took the jewelry because he was unable 
to live according to his inclinations on the 
salary he received. He declared that he 
was sorry to bring disgrace upon his 
family, but expressed a belief that his 
father would make restitution. 

The police do not believe Miller alon: 
was involved in the thefts. They say their 
investigations thus far show many of the 
stolen articles to have been pawned in New 
York, and they intimated that Miller may 
have been used by a professional crook or 
band of crooks. 

It is expected that subsequent develop- 
ments may result in the tracking down of a 
well organized band of jewelery thieves, 
who have been committing robberies upon 
many jewelers both in this city and in 
New York. During the past year the value 
of stolen jewelry runs well up into the 
thousands of dollars, and the victims of 
these thefts are determined to break up the 
gang perpetrating these outrages.

Death of Theophilus Zurbrugg. 


Former Head of Keystone Watch Case Co., Passes Away at His Home in Delanco, N. J., 
After a Long Illness—His Active Career.

Throughout his career 
Mr. Zurbrugg was intensely 
active; in fact, his activity, 


far-sightedness and _ force- 
fulness were among his 
chief characteristics. His 


whole life was wrapped up 
in the development of the 
industries with which he 
was connected, and morn- 
ing, noon and night he was 
incessantly working for his 
concerns, which, in addition 
to those in the watch trade, 
included the Riverside Met- 
al Works at Riverside, N. 
J. which he founded in 
1898. Reading was his only 
diversion, outside of busi- 
ness, and he was especially 
fond of history, philosophy 
and other serious works. 

Personally he was a sim- 
ple, forceful man, demo- 
cratic in the extreme, and 
in very close touch with his 
associates and employes, by 
whom he was held in high 
regard. Those who knew 
him intimately found him 
an affable, clean and com- 
panionable man with a 
keen sense of humor partly covered by 
his seriousness of thought and de- 
meanor. He was connected with sev- 
eral fraternal organizations, among others 
the Riverside Lodge No. 178, F. and A. M.; 
LuLu Temple, Ancient Arabic Order No- 
bles of the Mystic Shrine, and Mt. Holly, 
N.-J., Lodge of Elks. 

Mr. Zurbrugg’s only immediate surviv- 
ors are his widow and his brother Au- 
gustus. 

The remains were interred to-day at 
Mt. Holly, N. J., with Masonic services.

Death of Henry M. Heckart. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Nov. 20.— Henry M. 
Heckart, for 36 years a well-known jew- 
of this city, died at his home Sunday 
after a lingering illness from 
stomach trouble and paralysis. He was 57 
years of age and had lived in or near 
Springfield practically all of his life.

He came to this part of Mis- 
souri in his early childhood with his par- 
ents. He is survived by his widow and 
one son, Harry Heckart. Three brothers 
and two sisters also survive. 

The funeral services were conducted yes- 
terday at 2.30 Pp. m. at the Grace M. E. 
Church, the Rev. Harvey Jones and the 
Rev. Stephen B. Campbell, pastor of the 
church, officiating. The interment was in 
Maple Park Cemetery.

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Oppenheimer Brussel Importing Co., 
New York, Shown to Have Lost 
$31,000 in Less Than Three 
Years. 

A meeting of the creditors of the Op- 
penheimer Brussel Importing Co., Flatirom 
building, New York, which has made an 
assignment, for the benefit of creditors, to 
H. J. B. Willis, will be held Tuesday, Dec. 
3, at 2 p. M. at the office of Williams, Fol- 
som & Strouse, 55 John St. A certified 
public accountant has been engaged in 
working upon the books of the company, 
in order to enable the assignee to report 
fully to the creditors the condition of the 
business as he finds it. According to the 
public accountant’s report, the company’s 
losses for the time it has been in business 
and actual trading period of about two and 

one-half years, is $31,190, 

The inventory has been scheduled and 
priced by two different appraisers—one an 
independent representative of the bank— 
and the cost or book figure is, in the apin- 
ion of the public accountant, conservative. 
He also states that. with the assistance of 
part of the present firm staff, it should be 
possible at this season of the year to dis- 
pose of the firm’s stock at good profit. 
There is a quantity of merchandise in the 
public storehouse on which no duty has as 
yet been paid. It is pointed out that by 
paying this charge the goods can be re- 
leased and should sell at a considerable ad- 
vance over the inventory valuation, and it 
is thought that the business, under con- 
servative management, should pay 75 cents 
or more on the dollar, ‘ 

According to the statement of the af- 
fairs of the company, the assets consist of 
$444.50 in the National Nassau Bank and 
$30.86 on hand, making a total of $475.36 
in cash. The accounts receivable, assigned 
partly or in whole to secure the Manhat- 
tan Commercial Co, on a loan of $5,399, 
have a book value of $7,354, on which an 
estimated realization value of $7,134 is 
placed. The accounts receivable unencum- 
bered have a book value of $922, on which 
an estimated realization value of $830 is 
placed. The merchandise inventory of 
goods at the offices of the concern is esti- 
mated by independent appraisal at $7,522, 
while the goods in the public stores bear 
an actual cost, before charging unpaid 
duty, of $2,399. These goods have a book 
value of $9,921, upon which an estimated 
realization value of $12,399 is placed. The 
fixtures and furniture have a book value 
of $602, upon which an estimated realiza- 
tion value of $150 is placed. 

The liabilities include notes payable, 
$19,962 ; officers’ loans, $2,173: officers’ sal- 
aries unpaid which are estimated to rank 
at $93, but upon which there is a book 
value of $250; accounts payable, $2,682; 


loan to Manhattan Commercial Co., se- 
cured by accounts receivable, $5,399. The 
total liabilities are estimated to rank at

ROVIDENCE, R. I., Nov. 23.—Under con-

lender St. last July, members of the 
Providence Fire Department fought their 

y last Monday night into the choking 
fumes of burning celluloid to extinguish a 
re that had started in the manufacturing 
ewelry establishment of J. W. Heller, on 

fifth floor of the Metcalf building, 144 
Pine St. 

While the fire itself was at no time a 
nenace to the building, the resultant loss 
will be quite large on account of the volume 
of water that percolated through the floors. 
Heat from the blaze opened the automati: 
sprinklers and before the water could be 
shut off the stock of several manufacturing 
jewelry and kindred concerns on the sec- 
ond, third and fourth floors had been bad- 
ly damaged. 

That death or at least serious illness 
among the firemen, similar to that which 
accompanied the Majestic company fire, re- 
sulting from the smoke and fumes did not 
occur is believed to have been due to the 
fact that the danger was recognized as 
soon as the men entered the building, and 
every precaution was taken to avoid a re- 
petition of the fatalities of last July. The 
fire started shortly before 7 o’clock and 
on the arrival of the apparatus lines were 
carried up the front stairs, but on the upper 
floors the firemen were met by clouds of 
stifling smoke, with which the hallways were 
filled. Chief Weekes at once cautioned the 
men against staying in the fumes any longer 
than was necessary. 

Beside J. W. Heller, the following con- 


cerns are occupants of the building, and 


were more or less damaged: E. F. Rueck- 
ert, George Hamilton, A. Schweitzer & Son, 
Edward N. Cook Plate Co., Calvin Dean, 
Stafford Ring Co., S. E. Budlong & Co., 
Donley & Co., Oscar E. Place & Sons Co., 
Schofield, Battey & Co., O. R. Johnson Co. 
and L. J. Anshen & Co. 

After the fire Chief Weekes stated that 
« thorough investigation of the manufac- 
turing jewelry and similar plants in this 
‘ity should be made in order to understand 
the causes of the dangerous fumes and 
gases such as were encountered at this and 
the Majestic company’s fire. He has made 

report of the matter to Fire Marshal 
John R. Dennis and an investigation is to 
’e made. 








Good Condition of New England Watch 
Co. Shown on Receivers’ Motions 
to Continue the Business. 
Waterbury, Conn., Nov. 23.—The affairs 
f the New England Watch Co. were again 
before the Superior Court yesterday, when 
Lawyer T. F. Carmody, counsel for the 
receivers, argued several motions before 
Judge Williams. Three motions were on 
the list, one for instructions in relation to 
ire insurance, another for permission to 
borrow $25,000 and another for an order 
to continue the business. All three were 
zranted, after the acting manager of the 
‘oncern, Franklin A. Taylor, and Otis S. 
Northrop, had testified, Mr. Northrop hold- 


ing a large individual claim against the 
concern, 

Mr. Taylor explained the need of bor- 
rowing $25,000 more in addition to the 
$50,000 authorized by the court some time 
ago. He said it was necessary at this time 
to get some additional] money, so as to fill 
the orders now in the hands of the com- 
pany. 

He also declared the company had 
business enough on hand to keep the 
plant running ful] time until April 1 next, 
and that the business was being conducted 
at a profit. 

As the company is largely indebted per- 
sonally to Mr. Northrop, he was called and 
said he approved of the motion for permis- 
sion to borrow funds. He said this had 
always been customary, and money was 
always needed at this time. The motion 
was granted, as was also the one to con- 
tinue the business. 








Death of Ernest Strassburger. 

Cuicaco, Nov. 25.—Ernest Strassburger, 
president and treasurer of E. Strassburger, 
Inc., jewelers and opticians at 2630 Lincoln 
Ave., died Saturday as the result of a 
paralytic stroke. He was 52 years of age. 
The funeral services will be held to-morrow 
at 1 pe. m., from Masonic Hall, 1504 N. 
Clark St., under Masonic rites. The inter- 
ment will be in Rosehill Cemetery. 

Deceased is survived by his widow, two 
sons and three daughters.

flux of thieves, swin- 
dlers and crooks of all kinds, who start 
their active campaign upon the jewelry 
trade at this time, members of our indus- 
try should view with open mind all sug- 
gestions that will aid them in protecting 
themselves and their brother merchants, 
and should be alive to the methods of pro- 
tection offered by the various societies in 
the trade, and also to those adopted by 
associations or individual merchants in 
other cities which have been or are prov- 
ing effective in any way. Of course, the 
first point to be considered, which is con- 
stantly impressed upon the jewelry trade 
by this journal and protective societies, is 
to be ever cautious, ever on guard, no 
matter how free from suspicion a custom- 
er’s act or appearance may be. But the 
greatest protection the jeweler can get is 
in being forewarned of the approach of 
swindlers, and this can only be done by 
careful reading of THe JeEweEters’ Crrcu- 
LAR, by the jeweler keeping in touch with 
the police and being on good terms with his 
fellow merchants. 

A suggestion comes from a retail jew- 
eler, who in the past has warned many 
other jewelers of his city, that members 
of the trade, whether or not they be or- 
ganized in a local organization, band to- 
gether for mutual protection against sneak 
thieves, “switchers,” “short-change ex- 
perts,” etc., and agree to notify one an- 
other the moment any such swindler or 
thief appears, whether or not they have 
been successful in thwarting the tricks of 
the crook. This plan was tried by the mer- 
chants in Washington, who are members 
of the Retail Jewelers’ Association of the 
District of Columbia, with considerable suc- 
cess, but it is claimed that even though the 
merchants of the city or town do not or- 
ganize, they can arrange on some scheme 
by which the moment a thief or swindler 
appears in the town the jewelers who get 
word of the crook’s presence can notify 
all of the other members of the trade. 
This can be done by telephone or messen- 
ger, preferably the former, but it is sug- 
gested that a regular plan be outlined and 
adhered to by which every jeweler will 
notify a certain number of others, so that 
the work of notification shall be divided 
over the whole trade, thereby saving time 
and evening up the trouble. 


It is finally suggested that the notifica- 
tion by one jeweler to another be in a sim- 
ple form or code that everyone will quick- 
ly understand, and that wherever possible 
it will take in not only a description of 
the suspect, but also a brief outline of the 
general plan of operation which the crook 
follows. 

We would add to the above suggestions 
(which we think should be carefully con- 
sidered by the jewelers of every town and 
city of the country), that with the notifica- 
tion of the trade there be a notification of 
the police officials, and also this journal; 
and also that the jewelers in banding to- 
gether for their protection also agree to 
stick by one another in prosecuting thieves 


and swindlers, and pledge themselves to 
push to a conviction every case they have 
against an offender, even though the stolen 
goods may be returned or the thief be not 
successful in his operation. For the mem- 
bers of the trade to protect themselves 
against the depredations of thieves is one 
thing, but for them to simply confine their 
work to preventing loss, and allowing of- 
fenders to escape and try their tricks on 
the jewelers of another town not so well 
organized, is entirely another. The offen- 
sive and defensive alliance of retail jew- 
elers (if such it may be called) should in- 
clude prosecution to the limit as well as 
protection. 





HE death at 
Philadelphia 
last week of Theophi- 
lus Zurbrugg = re- 
moves from the watch trade a man who 
for many years was one of the leading 
spirits of the industry, and one whose work 
left a marked impress upon the develop- 
ment of watch and watch-case manufac- 
turing and selling in this country. Com- 
ing to this country from Switzerland as a 
boy of 15 years, Mr. Zurbrugg early in life 
showed that marvellous business activity 
for which he was noted throughout his 
career. When 20 years old he had started 
for himself in a small way in Philadelphia 
in the watch case business, which absorbed 
later one of the oldest concerns of that 
city, and he then formed a consolidation 
with the Keystone Watch Case Co., of 
which he became the manager and later 
president, as well as active head until ill 
health forced him to give up his duties. 
It was under Mr. Zurbrugg’s regime that 
various watch case and movement compa- 
nies were bought up by or consolidated 
with his own concern, and it was under him 
that the selling and manufacturing policies 
of the company were developed. 

It might be truly said of him that he 
was one of the hardest workers in the 
watch trade, of which he had mastered the 
details of the manufacturing, selling and 
financial ends. His whole life went into 
his work, and he had the ability, tenacity 
of purpose and forcefulness that permitted 
him to attain results in business that could 
hardly have been produced by anyone else. 
Simple and democratic in the extreme, he 
was an example of what a clear-headed, 
keen, clean and forceful business man can 
accomplish, and his success, as well as 
those of the industries with which he was 
identified in and out of our trade, was due 
mainly to his own efforts.

In this last case the Supreme Cou: 
makes it clear that it will not permit 
monopoly that is enjoyed under a patent 
to be extended or perverted to cover un 
lawful trade agreements by which price 
can be controlled from the purchaser t 
the consumer on unpatented articles or ex 
tend into an unpatented field the monopoly 
by agreements relating to the patents. Sucl 
agreements, says the court, clearly trans 
cend what was necessary to protect the us: 
of the patent. A careful consideration of 
the decision will show that it accomplishes, 
by interpretation of the patent law, a great 
deal of what the proposed amendments to 
the patent law seek to do, and to a large 
extent now makes these amendments un 
necessary. 

The fight of those interests which have 
sought to modify the present monopoly en- 
joyed by patentees in order to keep abuses 
from growing up under the patent law, 
and incidentally to forbid the fixed selling 
price, is no longer as necessary as it was 
in the interest of honest business. It looks 
as if, with the Supreme Court’s decision 
in the case of the “bathtub trust,’ we can 
safely leave our patent laws as they are, 
for a while at least, until a commission has 
been formed to make a thorough revision 
of them. We do not think that the Admin- 
istration’s support of the Oldfield bill in 
Congress will now be as strong as it was 
believed to be in the past. At least, it is 
no longer necessary in the fight to prevent 
harmful monopoly and unreasonable re- 
straint of trade.

It was further de- 
cided to offer a luncheon to the members 
who attend the next annual meeting of the 
society, at which time the question of re- 
mission of all dues will be taken up. The 
secretary read the minutes of the last 
meeting, after which adjournment was 
taken. 

A note in the last issue of THE JEw- 
ELERS’ CIRCULAR told of the action of the 
creditors of Joseph Sandusky, New York, 
which resulted in his being committed to 
jail Nov. 21 on the decision of Judge Hand 
in the United States District Court after 
the bankrupt had not complied with an 
order to turn over about $10,000 worth of 
property to his trustee in bankruptcy. The 
note was intended to call attention to what 
creditors could accomplish when they acted 
in concert against one whom they believed 
to be a dishonest bankrupt, but it was 
worded in such a way as to create the im- 
pression that the creditors acting in this 
matter were all represented by the National 
Jewelers Board of Trade. As a matter of 
fact, the creditors of Mr. Sandusky were 
members of both the National Jewelers 
Board of Trade and the Manufacturing 
Jewelers Board of Trade of Providence, 
and it was the attorney for the Providence 
board who handled the case in the begin- 
ning and had the trustee elected, the at- 
torney thereupon becoming the attorney for 
the trustee also. It was this attorney, act- 
ing for the trustee and the Providence 
board, who examined the bankrupt and ob- 
tained from the United States District 
Court an order to turn over what was 
believed to be missing property from the 
estate. After the court had declared Mr. 
Sandusky in contempt in refusing to obey 
this order, the latter made an offer to settle 
the proceedings by paying the sum of 
$3,000, this not to include the bankruptcy 
discharge. This offer was submitted to 
the creditors at a meetinz called by the 
referee. The attorney for the National 
Jewelers Board of Trade objected to the 
bankrupt making any settlement of this 
kind, insisting that the order of the court 
be carried out and Sandusky lodged in 
jail, and this was done. It was in reference 
to the bankrupt’s committment to jail, and 
not to the previous proceedings before the 
bankruptcy court, that the item last week

The Horse Show in Madison Garden 
each year has become an_ international 
event. A unique influence of this annual 


display became known upon the arrival in 
this country last week of M. Oscar Fre- 
sard, a jeweler and watchmaker of Lu- 
cerne, Switzerland, who brought with him 
a watch of wonderful design and work- 
manship, the creation of which was in- 
spired by his former visits to the Horse 
Show. The timepiece is bejeweled with 
three rows of Oriental rubies, perfectly 
matched in color and cutting, one row on 
obverse and reverse sides, and one on the 
outer edge. With enamel as his medium, 
an artist of rare ability has painted on the 
back of the watch the heads of two horses. 
The watch contains a set of chimes that 
strike the hour, quarter hour and minutes. 
It is about as thick as a silver dollar. 

An exceptionally handsome silver ser- 
vice, which is to be presented to the bat- 
tleship Wyoming by the State of Wyo- 
ming, is on exhibition in the show win- 
dow of the Gorham Co., 15 Maiden Lane. 
It was designed and made by the com- 
pany and is attracting considerable atten- 
tion. The set consists of a punch bowl 
and plateau, two five-light candelabra, a 
coffee urn, a sugar bowl, a cream bowl, 
a tea urn, a meat dish, one fish dish with

The serial number also has been 
changed from D468527 to B1044572. The 
$10 National banknote purports to be a se- 
ries of 1902-1908 It has the check letter 
F and bears the signatures of W. T. Ver- 
non, Register of the Treasury, and Charles 
H. Trent, Treasurer of the United States. 
The charter number is shown as 1322, the 
bank number 51144, and Treasury number 








B523899. It bears the portrait of William 
McKinley.

The family troubles of the Winans fam- 


ily were dragged into court again last Fri- 
day, when a caveat was filed to the will of 
the late Ross Winans on behalf of Ignace 
Szeszler, a Parisian jeweler, who holds an 
unsatisfied judgment for $7,000 against 
Thomas R. Winans, the dead millionaire’s 
son, who was cut off by his father’s will 
with only the income from a small portion 
of the estate. The caveat against the will 
is the first attempt that has been made in 
Maryland by a judgment creditor of an 
heir-at-law to secure relief through attack- 
ing the will of another person. The caveat, 
if sustained by the court, will break the 
Winans will and will set aside many large 
bequests which are about to be paid out. 
It will also make Thomas R. Winans, the 
son, and the children of the Prince de 
Bearn, the older Winans’ grandchildren, 
the only principal heirs-at-law. By _ this 
they will receive the bulk, and perhaps the 
entirety of the great Winans estate, instead 
of the comparatively small sums which they 
would receive under the present conditions. 
It will also deprive several Baltimoreans of 
large bequests.

TRADE CONDITIONS. 

Local jewelers report that the early holiday busi- 
ness so far is the largest in several years. The 
early shopping idea which has been strongly urged 
by local trade associations for many years seems 
to have caught the popular spirit this season, and 
the jewelers report that an unusually large number 
of early selections for presents have been made 
and deposits paid on goods to be laid away for 
Christmas delivery.

Consul Frank W. Mahin at Amsterdam 
has submitted a report which was pub- 
lished iast week in the Daily Consular and 
Trade Reports regarding the diamond sit- 
uation in Amsterdam, in which he points 
out that from time to time, in recent 
months, reports nave circulated in the Am- 
sterdam diamond trade regarding new dia- 
mond mines, but on close investigation 
these reports have in every case shown no 
foundation in fact. Besides, it is now said 
that the old mines of the De Beers Co. are 
becoming exhausted, though slowly, as evi- 
dence of which it is stated that the num- 
ber of “sights” of rough diamonds (i.e. 
exhibits of rough diamonds to prospective 
purchasers, which are not continuous but 
at announced times) has decreased each 
year during the last five years, while these 
“sights” have become 35 per cent. smaller, 
on the average, during that period. A 
shortage of workmen is said to be a partial 
cause of the decreased output of the De 
Beers and also of the Premier mine. It 
is stated that only the Dutoitspan and the 
Jagersfontein mines are still very rich, but 
that the product of the latter is of a high- 
priced quality and therefore cannot be 
marketed in a cheap wholesale way. Ac- 
cording to a recent official report upon 
fouse industries in this district, over 1,200 
diamond workers, mostly cutters, labor at 
home. This is about 10 per cent. of the 
total number of workers in the diamond 
industry of this locality. The conditions 
of these home workers are generally better 
than those of other classes, which is at- 
tributed to the strong union that influ- 
ences salaries and hours of labor.

Plain Facts About Business.

(Continued from tissue of Nov. 13.) 


6¢ THE writer has been greatly interested 

in the articles in your paper of late 
by A. E. Edgar, entitled ‘Plain Facts 
About Business.’ [I have been trying to 
analyze our business from the facts given 
and am anxious to learn what your solu- 
tion is. 

“It seems to me that the amount of our 
gross profits on merchandise sales is not 
high enough, and I cannot quite under- 
stand what the trouble is. We put always 
a profit of 50 per cent. on our goods wher- 
ever possible, except, of course, in the case 
of high-priced goods in the silverware or 
diamond line, when we can get only one- 
third. You also understand that there is 
in some cases a fixed retail price on 
watches, as well as some patterns in ster- 
ling silver. We always put at least 100 per 
cent. on all our gold-filled- jewelry and 75 
per cent. on gold jewelry and sterling nov- 
elties. 

“We keep a complete set of double-entry 
books, and it is in this way we were able 
to arrive at the gross profit made on sales. 

“Our repair end is kept entirely separate, 
and all of the salaries paid of whatever 
nature are entered under the head of ex- 
pense, 

“The amount of stock carried is about 
$20,000. 

“It seems to us, in the light of your other 
article, that we are carrying too heavy a 
stock for the turnover and that it should 
be reduced. 

‘We want to get things down to a better 
paying basis, if it is possible, and will ap- 
preciate a plain statement of the facts in 
our case.” 

The above letter was received from an 
eastern jeweler and the following state- 
ment accompanied it:

In our issue of Sept. 18 we examined 
the annual turnover of a number of mer- 
chants. In some cases we found merchants 
turning their stocks over one and three- 
quarter times, or, to be exact, 1.89 times 
was the highest turnover. Figuring in the 
same manner, we find our correspondent’s 
turnover to be .875 time the stock, less than 
one time by 12% per cent. 

In this case, however, our information 
is more exact and we can show the actual 
amount of goods turned over from this 
$20,000 stock. By deducting the amount 
of profits from the amount of the gross 
sales, we find the actual net invoice price 
of the goods sold to be $11,356.16. This 
shows that just $1,356.16 more goods were 
sold than half the amount of stock, or that 
the stock was actually turned over .56 
time, or slightly more than half turned. 

From these figures we must come to the 
conclusion that entirely too heavy a stock 
is carried for the amount of business done. 
What is the remedy? “Reduce stock,’ is 
the answer. How? That is a more se- 
rious question. 

It is always an easier thing to say re- 
duce stock than it is to actually reduce it. 
It is so very hard for a merchant to induce 
himself to believe that he could do with- 
out any part of his stock. 

Here is a suggestion which, if followed, 
may help some jewelers to reduce stock. 
It will require some time to work it out, 
but it may mean more money in the jew- 
eler’s pocket instead of so many goods on 
his shelves at the end of another year. 

In all the largest stores each department 
head or buyer is allowed to carry on hand 
just so much stock. When his stock runs 
up to or over the stipulated amount, he is 
compelled to cease buying and to reduce 
stock by means of forced sales. As forced 








sales are almost out of the question for 
the average jeweler, his only method would 
be to ease buying if he would attain the 
same results. 

Take each class of goods and make a 
separate inventory of them, one class at a 
time. Suppose you are showing cut glass 
—most jewelers do. Go through this stock 
carefully. Set out samples of every sepa- 
rate line, showing the quantities. Perhaps 
you find your stock is very well balanced, 
neither too many nor too few kinds, and 
plenty of each but not too many. That 
would be a normal stock. 

Before going farther we wish to say, the 
jeweler should know how much glass ware 
he sells each season, what the gross profit 
is and its relation to the average profits of 
the store. Supposing he marks 1) per 
cent. on any class of goods; that will give 
him 50 per cent. profit on his selling price. 
Now, supposing the average profit on his 
sales is 60 per cent.; then this department 
pays him less than the average profit of the 
whole sales. But it may be that he sells a 
large amount of glass ware, and this over- 
balances this 10 per cent. and the depart- 
ment pays a gross profit larger than some 
of the other departments that pay him a 
larger percentage of profits. 

A merchant should know! 

(1) The amount of turnover of every 
class of goods he carries. 

(2) The percentage of gross profit he 
makes on that department or class of goods 
in relation to the average profits of the 
store. 

(3) The relation of the percentage of 
profit to the percentage of expense. 

(4) The amount of extra expense in- 
curred in selling this line of goods, if any. 

When a merchant knows the above he is 
in a position to figure accurately the value 
of any one class of goods or department 
to his business. He will know whether it 
will pay him to force more business in that 
line or to turn his energies to a more 
profitable line. In fact, there is nothing 
he ought to know that could not be found 
out from the four facts mentioned above. 

Let us get back to our glass-ware de- 
partment. Supposing another case: He 
finds he has too many bowls and nappies 
and not enough water jugs. He should 
then make a note of the fact that he should 
buy no more bowls and nappies, but that 
he should buy so many more jugs. Then, 
when he comes to buy he will not give a 
general order, so as to have a full line of 
each design. This, mind you, should be

striven for, but it should not be allowed 
to overstock the department. Use judg- 
nent in selling and get rid of any design 

, be discontinued, and then, when buying, 
purchase to match the new design. When 
selling, additional pieces can be secured in 
a very few days for customers who desire 
sets. Then refuse to buy until the depart- 
ment requires the goods. Too many of us 
overstock because we buy every new fad 
and design that are offered us. But at the 
same time we must not go to extremes the 
other way, but we must buy the new nov- 
elties that we know are in demand and will 
sell readily. 

That is about the only way in which a 
stock can be reduced. First, set the amount 
the department should carry; second, work 
to keep the stock normal, and last, refuse 
to buy when well stocked. 

Our correspondent’s figures show that 
his average profits were about 55 per cent. 
on his cost price, or, in other words, that 
his profits were more—just a trifle more— 
than one-third of his gross receipts for 
sales. 

You will note that his statement shows 
a gross profit on sales and repairs of 
$8,685.79 and a gross expense of $6,805.29, 
leaving a balance of $1,880.50 as a net 
profit. This amount must furnish the in- 
terest on the investment, take care of the 
depreciation of stock and furnish the mer- 
chant his net profit over his investment. 
We are inclined to consider the amount 
too small to do this, but it would seem that 
the only way in which it can be increased 
is by: 

(1) Selling more goods at the average 
profit. 

(2) Selling more goods that pay a profit 
above the average. 

The following table will show how the 
latter proposition will work out:

It will be found that the above table pro- 
duces practically the results shown by our 
correspondent, and it is given here merely 
to show how these results might be ob- 
tained and not as he would find them in 
an actual analysis of his business for 1911. 

Here is another table showing how a 
much larger profit can be made by selling 
the same amount of goods but in a dif- 
ferent proportion. The more “higher- 
profit” goods that are sold and the less 
“lower-profit” merchandise, the quicker the 
gross amount of profit increases.

If the merchant will learn to analyze 
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his business he will find some queer things. 
Here’s a jeweler who mentions profits 
ranging from 33% per cent. to 100 per 
cent., but his actual figures show only 35 
per cent. profit. This proves one of two 
things: That the greater part—in fact, 
nearly all of his business—is done on a 
334% per cent. basis, or he does not get all 
his profits. 

These profits may be disappearing in a 
number of ways, viz.: breakage, losses in 
bad debts, forgotten charges on goods sold 
on credit, theft, or goods may be sold un- 
der the selling price fixed by the proprietor. 
He may even be an offender in this latter 
respect himself. Cutting prices soon eat 
into one’s imaginary profits. 


The writer has given much of his time 
to these articles and takes this opportuntiy 
to thank everyone who has given him any 
assistance by furnishing the facts and fig- 
ures quoted in this series. If they have 
helped anyone to a better understanding 
of his business, he is gratified. He will 
be glad to have any further facts and fig- 
ures, and at some future time will open 
these questions again if interest enough is 
shown in the subject by the readers of 
this paper.

For Better Window Displays, 


(From System.) 


HE commercial value of good taste was 
the engrossing topic at the annual 
gathering of window trimmers in Chicago 
last Summer. Five hundred of the leading 
exponents of “silent salesmanship” were 
in attendance, and the program of the con- 
vention was made up largely of demonstra- 
tions by acknowledged experts of their 
methods of designing and executing dis- 
plays, as well as of the principles under- 
lying the planning of effective windows. 

Broadly speaking, the convention united 
in approving these “standards”: 

(1) That the art of window trimming 
and store decoration aims solely at help- 
ing the store’s salesmen to sell goods. The 
best trim is the one that helps to sell the 
most goods 

(2) That experience shows everywhere 
that the finer the art applied, so long as it 
does not conflict with its commercial pur- 
pose, the greater the selling results. 

(3) That the basic principles are the 
same for all places, but their application 
must be adapted to local conditions, the 
character of goods displayed, the shape, 
size and kind of window, the store archi- 
tecture, the people whose attention is 
sought, the location of the store, the trade 
customs of the community and the current 
or seasonal interests. 

(4) That business men the country over 
have hardly begun to realize the commer- 
cial possibilities of high-grade window 
trimming and store decoration. 

Before adjourning, the convention adopt- 
ed a resolution to begin a_ systematic, 
country-wide campaign to promote interest 
in better window displays, better store ar- 
chitecture and the application of art gen- 
crally to retail selling problems. 
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Business Building During the Holiday Season. 





AST year many retail jewelers let a 
good bit of business get away from 
them, the main reason being because they 
were not provided with the right assist- 
ance and the proper assortment of stock. 

Get out your invoice book now, ana 
check up carefully the good sellers of last 
year. Be sure to order them in time. 
Don’t order articles that take time to pro- 
duce, and expect to receive them at once. 
Remember, everyone else is ordering now, 
too. This is the busy season for manu- 
facturers, importers and jobbers, so do it 
now and you won't be disappointed. Re- 
viewing that record of last year is healthy, 
anyhow. It reminds you of the “lemons” 
you picked up, and helps you to avoid 
them. It stimulates you, moreover, to try 
to make a better record this season. 

Overhaul your stock, bring down those 
boxes off the top shelf and, wherever new 
cases or boxes are required, or articles 
need to be reburnished, get them looking 
“spick and span.” Articles that show dust 
or discoloration from exposure are not 
very salable. “Goods well displayed are 
half sold,” ‘tis claimed. Keeping them 
clean completes the transaction. 

Take a trip to the nearest large city or 
to some town which caters to a different 
class of trade than that in your location; 
for instance, if your trade is of the farm- 
ing element, visit a mining town or a 
manufacturing center, and you'll be sur- 
prised at the ideas you can gather. People 
in one section are liable to follow the same 
methods. Each community that has other 
elements has other ways of merchandising. 





New Ideas for Holiday Windows. 


NOVEL display for Christmas might 

be entitled “The Shoppers.” Across 

the rear of your window arrange a ban- 

ner with this legend, or something very 

similar: “Make your holiday selections 

now.” Immediately beneath this arrange 

several lay figures borrowed or rented 

from a tailor or hairdresser for the occa- 
sion. 

Placing these figures in such a position 
that they will appear to be persons exam- 
ining the display shown on the base of the 
window. Should lay figures not be availa- 
ble, or should your window be too narrow 
to permit their use advantageously, then 
substitute large lithographs (life-size faces 
if possible), cutting out the pictures very 
carefully and pasting them on the rear 
glass or other partition. Your local bill 
poster will, for a small sum, supply you 
with any quantity of this material. 

When arranging the display of stock be 
careful to make the variety of articles as 
great as possible (one piece of a kind), 
and to put a plain price ticket on each arti- 
cle. Show everything possible, from sil- 
ver-mounted umbrellas to a gold tooth- 
pick, as at this season of the year people 
are looking for all kinds of articles, and 
if you can only catch their eyes with some- 
thing which appeals to them you have a 
customer, and most likely you will find it 
easy to interest him in other articles as 
well.

HY does the department store draw 
the crowds, even though patrons 
often pay more for a seeming bargain than 
they do for the same article at a small 
retailer's? The answer is mainly because 
of proper publicity. This latter term— 
“proper publicity’—has a broad meaning 
and is intended to convey the idea that the 
advertising man makes use of every con- 
ceivable method to attract the public’s at- 
tention to his wares. Consequently, the 
jeweler who would succeed must be equally 
painstaking, persistent and resourceful in 
his publicity methods. 

The average retail jeweler, it must be ad- 
mitted, does not by any means make the 
most of his advertising opportunities, One 
of the largest dry goods merchants in the 
country made this very statement himself 
some time ago. The jeweler’s advertising 
is undoubtedly much more ingenious and, 
consequently, more effective to-day than it 
was five or 10 years ago. But there is still 
much room for improvement, as far as the 
making of advertising opportunities is con- 
cerned. 

The thoroughness with which an adver- 
tising campaign was recently conducted by 
a large department store in the west (the 
O. T. Johnson Co., Galesburg, Ill.) is an 
object lesson for the retail jeweler. The 
occasion that supplied the data and gave 
the incentive for this special campaign was 
the celebration of the firm’s 50th year in 
business. Photographs of the exterior and 
interior of the store were forwarded to the 
newspapers and to the trade papers as well. 
A local newspaper devoted nearly four col- 
umns of space to a description of the cele- 
bration, which was memorialized by an in- 
teresting program of events. This program 
of events was distributed, by the way, to all 
customers and prospective patrons. Here 
is the program, which is certainly an elab- 
orate ore: 

Monpay, Oct. 21. 

Complimentary informal banquet to Galesburg and 

visiting business men at 7 o’clock. 
Tuespay, Oct. 22. 

“Old Employes’ Day.” Reception at 3 o’clock to 
all former employes. Complimentary banquet 
to all employes and visiting commercial repre- 
sentatives at 7 o’clock. 

WepneEspay, Oct. 23. 

“Old Customers’ Day.” Reception to old customers 
at 3 o’clock. ‘‘Open House” at the store. Mu- 
sical programs by Fischer’s band and two 
concert orchestras, 7:30 to 9:30, 

TuHurRspay, Oct. 24. 

“Out-of-Town Customers’ Day.’’ See newspapers 

for items of interest for this day. 
Fripay, Oct. 25-Saturpay, Oct. 26. 

The chrysanthemum show; finest exhibition of 
these gorgeous flowers ever held in Gales- 
burg. Each afternoon Miller’s Auditorium Or- 
chestra will play on the main floor balcony, 
from 2 till 5. Matinee concerts by Hunt's 
Gaiety Orchestra in tea room room, from 4 
to 5:30 daily. 


Full-page newspaper advertisements were 
supplemented by the distribution of a hand- 
somely printed booklet entitled “Half a 
Century of Progress—1862-1912.” 


The 





cover pages of the booklet were of India 
tone paper, with a border three-eighths of 
an inch wide printed in gold. The above- 
mentioned title was also printed in gold in 
circular form, the firm name being printed 
in black in the center. The only text on 
the first inside page was the following: 
“This book is issued to commemorate the 
d0th anniversary of the Co., of 
, aud marks the completion of half 
a century of progress.” 

The text that follows, which is printed 
in black on a gray tint, describes the grad- 
ual development of the establishment from 
a modest little store of the days of 1862. 
The keynote of the text is constant ad- 
vancement. 

Note the human interest in the following 
and you will understand what good adver- 
tising can do for a business: 

“To increase the usefulness of the store 
—to make it of the greatest good to the 
greatest mimber—has been the underlying 
motive of every change and every added 
foot of space. The equipment of the store 
with beautiful and modern fixtures has 
never been undertaken with any thought of 
pomp or display, but solely from the point 
of utility. If a certain improvement would 
add to the customer’s convenience—would 
keep the merchandise in better condition 
until it had become the customer’s prop- 
erty—then such an improvement was fully 
justified. 

“No business could complete 50 years of 
service without acquiring a personality— 
something more than brick and mortar and 
counters and merchandise. That person- 
ality is not expressed, either, simply in 
store policy and service. You might have 
difficulty in defining it, but you immediately 
recognize its presence in any business. And 
this personality is not measured usually by 
the life of any single individual. It is 
rather the impression that has been re- 
ceived through the years—perhaps from 
many minds. 

“It is recognition of this personality that 
gains your confidence, that makes you pre- 
fer to pay a dollar for this article of mer- 
chandise in one store rather than to give 
100 cents for identically the same thing 
somewhere else. It is a guaranty without 
any spoken or written word. That per- 
sonality, in which you have implicit faith, 
is back of the article you buy. 

“Personality makes the large store, with 
all its resources, a little store in the char- 
acter and detail of the service it gives you 
and the importance placed upon you as its 
customer. 

“Whether developed studiously or uncon- 
sciously, the Co. likes to feel that 
the store has its personality, that in its 
growth and expansion the spirit that per- 
vaded the little store of a half century ago, 
with its one aisle, has not been lost. It is 
gratifying to feel that the spirit of partner- 
ship between customer and store has only 
been more closely cemented as. the op- 
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portunities for service have broadened. 

“In summing up the half century of 
achievements thus far recorded, one might 
paraphrase the words of Tennyson on the 
occasion of Queen Victoria’s golden jubilee 
and say: 


“‘Fifty years of ever-broadening 
commerce, 

Fifty years of ever-increasing 
prestige, 

Fifty years of ever-widening serv- 
ice.’ ”’ 


The remaining pages of the booklet are 
devoted to finely engraved half-tone illus- 
trations of the officers and heads of de- 
partments and of the various departments 
of the store. During the week of the cele- 
bration both the inside and the outside of 
the store were attractively decorated. The 
public’s attention was attracted to the ex- 
terior by artistically draped American flags 
which hung from the windows. Shields set 
off with small flags were arranged in some 
of the intervening spaces, while large nu- 
merals 1862-1912 made of incandescent light 
blazed forth the story of progress to the 
passerby. Inside was a band concert anil 
a chrysanthemum show. 

(All this is the scientific method of taking 
advantage of a real opportunity. An op- 
portunity that is not made the most of is an 
opportunity partly lost, and lost opportunity 
means lost business. 

At the beginning of the celebration the 
company gathered in the parlor of a local 
club, where a reception was held. The 
event had been so well advertised and 
aroused so much interest that many busi- 
ness men assembled from outside cities to 
meet the founder of the business, who cer- 
tainly deserved all the honor that was be- 
stowed upon him, 

Newspaper men from papers in adjacent 
cities had also been invited, and thus the 
publicity of the event was extensive. After 
the reception there was a banquet, during 
which guests were entertained by music 
and monologists. Speeches were delivered 
by prominent business men, and a loving 
cup was presented to the president of the 
concern. 

This was indeed a campaign that was 
worthy of emulation, and ought to furnish 
much food for thought. The writer fully 
understands that the average retail jeweler 
could not indulge in anything so elaborate, 
but there is nothing to prevent him from 
studying these methods and adapting them 
to his own business in a suitable way. 
Methods such as these build up good will, 
which is undoubtedly one of the most valu- 
able assets that any business can possess. 

The good will of the employe is equally 
if not more important than the good will 
of the purchaser, and is not sufficiently 
cultivated by the average employer. Ef- 
ficiency is always increased when the em- 
ployer has the employe’s good will. A kind 
word, a benevolent attitude, a bonus based 
on the employe’s ability, are all conducive 
to its making. Some of the biggest con- 
cerns in the world are now deeply inter- 
ested in the increase and maintenance of 
the employe’s good will an‘ are ever de- 
vising ways and means of developing it 

The concern whose publicity methods 
have been outlined above on the occasion

This banquet idea for employes is an 
excellent one and one which is now adopt- 
ed by a few of the larger jewelers in the 
west. It gives an opportunity for the in- 
terchange of ideas calculated to promote 
the concern’s success. Papers may be pre- 
pared upon store management an adver- 
tising, and suggestions for improving sell- 
ing methods under different departments 
may be made more unobtrusively and more 
effectively on ‘these festive occasions. 





‘Early Signs of Christmastide Encourage 
Early Shopping. 


OLLY trimming is a sure sign of the 

approach of the Christmas holidays, 

and a shop dressed in its festive garb pro- 

claims its readiness to receive the pur- 
chaser of Christmas gifts. 

A hint to the laggard, and a command 
to the advocate of early shopping, the 
wide-awake shopkeeper has found the use 
of holly to be, and orders are now being 
placed with florists for a steady supply 
of real holly, to be delivered from the last 
week of November until the first week in 
January. 

Live holly as a jewelry shop trimming is 
a vast improvement on the imitation vari- 
ety, and the finest jewelry stores will use 
it this Winter. Great bunches of it are 
placed in handsome brass jardinieres on the 
counters and in the windows, the mass of 
dark leaves forming a splendid background 
for bright-shining jewels. 

Holly wreaths are no longer indispensa- 
dle as a holiday decoration, but are now 
considered rather passé, bunches of holly 
tied with extremely wide red satin ribbon 
taking the place of the wreaths, 

Imitation holly is used only when over- 
head decorations are desired, and the false 
holly is so cleverly made that it is difficult, 
then, to tell the difference. Festoons of 
this are to trim the marble columns in one 
large jewelry shop, while the real holly is 
to be placed on the counters. 

The chief trouble with the live holly is 
its propensity for withering and causing 
the leaves and berries to fall, which makes 
it necessary to replenish it regularly in 
order to give the best effect and not ap- 
pear shoddy. Hence a constant supply of 
fresh holly is required, and it must be 
ordered well ahead of time to ensure 
prompt delivery. IM A.

VERY name mentioned in the store 

ought to be listened to by the clerk 

with a view to helping that list to grow 
along the right line. 

In this connection the proprietor and 
the salesman may well keep this mailing 
list in mind outside of the store as wel 
as inside of it, and it will pay the em- 
ployer to supply himself and every clerk 
with a vest-pocket memorandum book in 
which he can enter at any time any addi- 
tion or correction that the list may need. 
Names and addresses come up everywhere 
in the course of ordinary conversation, 
and no one can remember them or remem- 
ber to write them down bye and bye. The 
time to make a memorandum of that sort 
is while it is in the mind. 

It is well to remember that while the 
post-office officials cannot add names to a 
mailing list, they can check off the names 
of people who have changed addresses or 
moved away, thus enabling the advertiser 
to cut out the waste, the dead wood, which 
is a continuous and a useless expense as 
long as it is left on the list. 

A salesman can do a good deal outside 
of the store to help its business, and this 
begins with being a decent sort-of a per- 
son so that the store will have the reputa- 
tion of employing help that is of good 
character. 

The individual who is really interested in 
the success of the business with which he 
is connected does not hesitate to talk shop 
outside of business hours and to boost his 
employer’s game at all times and in all 
proper ways. 

Of course there are some things that one 
might better not tell outside of the store. 
Telling tales out of school is not proper 
or profitable business, but this does not 
mean that it is not good work to refer to 
particular lines of attractive goods and rec- 
ommend them among one’s friends outside 
of the store, with a view to interesting 
them in them. 

This is a form of salesmanship that is 
perhaps more properly classified with ad- 
vertising. It is personal advertising, and 
it pays the store. It pays the employe, 
too, because it develops in him a greater 
interest in the business, which is plainly 
seen by his employer. It makes the man 
worth more to himself and more to the 
businéss. 

You know clerks who are all the while 
“knocking” the store or its management 
when they are outside with the employes 
of other stores. 

That sort of thing gets found out by 
the men they work for and by other men 
for whom they perhaps would like to work, 
and it kills their chances all along the line. 

There must be a constant development of 
new trade for any store, or it will soon find 
its annual receipts going down hill. There

ter how well the store may be run. People 
do die and move away. Their places must 
be filied if the business is to hold its own, 
and others must be added if the business 
is to grow. 

While we count upon the various forms 
of advertising to develop the business, still 
salesmanship is mighty important and it 
can help more than a little. The salesman 
should count himself a part of the con- 
cern, and its ups and downs should be as 
much in his mind as in that of a stock- 
holder in the company, if it is a company. 

If every salesperson in a store makes it 
his or her business to add a customer 
whenever there is a chance for it, the re- 
sults will be important and every customer 
added, if treated right, will help to add 
more. Thus salesmanship which makes 
pleased customers sends those customers 
out to work for the business. 


PART IV. 

It is one thing to start a sale and it 
is often quite another to get it completed. 

Many a promising visitor to the store 
is led, by one means or another, to take 
an interest in the goods and is involved in 
conversation about them by the salesman 
only to turn around and back out when it 
comes to the point where he is expected to 
say, “I'll take that.” 

A sale is never a sale until the goods 
are actually placed, in the hands of the 
customer and payment or promise of pay- 
ment nade. 

Tact is one of the important qualities re- 
quired to close up a sale, to put on the 
finishing touches. Tact is a quality which 
some people seem to possess by nature. 
It is an inborn trait of character. If 
there is such a thing as a born salesman, 
and I believe that there is, he is undoubt- 
edly born with the quality of tact so firmly 
imbedded in his mind that it is almost im- 
possible for him to do the wrong thing at 
the wrong time. 

Certain it is that no blunderer of thr 
kind who step on people’s toes, actualiy 
and metaphorically, while trying to induce 
them to buy something is a born salesman. 

Courage is also a desirable requisite 
when it comes to closing up a sale prop- 
erly. This quality is required in insisting 
upon cash from people whose credit is 
worthless. Haven’t you let customers walk 
out before now with goods that you knew 
they wouldn’t pay for, when you had men- 
tally sworn that the next time they asked 
for credit you would refuse them? I have. 
And for no other reason than that the 
customer had the nerve to get away with 
the goods and the dealer had not the cour- 
age to break through that nerve with a 
bold “No!”

How to Advertise with Profit.

The Christmas Advertising. 


HRISTMAS is less than a month 

away; the climax of the trade year 

is at hand. Now, if ever in the twelve- 

month, the jeweler needs to set his best 

foot forward and reap the harvest of his 
previous sowing. 

In point of fact, the preparation for 
Christmas of 1912 should begin on the 
26th of December, 1911. As argued before 
on this page, the cultivation of the public 
confidence should always be the jeweler’s 
supreme concern; and a year is not too 
long to work in this direction, to the end 
that the public may think of your store 
when it thinks of Christmas buying in the 
four short weeks now before it. I must 
assume, therefore, that in your advertising 
up to this point you have carefully culti- 
vated this confidence by holding strictly to 
the absolute truth in all printed statements 
as to the virtues of your wares and the 
efficiency of your service; that you have 
said the most that could be said, in the 
most attractive way ef saying, concerning 
your goods, but no more; that you have 
avoided exaggeration and all the mistakes 
which grow out of the keenness of com- 
petition; that you now stand four-square 
to all the winds that blow. In such case, 
your Christmas advertising will not differ 
so much in kind with what has gone before 
as in quantity; you will simply hew to the 
old line, but with a sharper and heavier 
axe. You will use larger space, not only 
because the profits of increased sales will 
justify the expansion but because, also, you 
will need larger space to command atten- 
tion in the newspaper pages which will now 
be crowded with mercantile appeals. 

But this larger space does not necessarily 
imply more words in the space. The larger 
space now is primarily for eye-catching 
value only; the type-matter need not have 
to be padded out to fill this space to the 
uttermost. Make much of artistic borders, 
or pictures, or plain white paper—catch the 
eye; but remember that Jong dissertations 
in type are forbidding unless they are ex- 
tremely well written. About twice a week 
you should make an exception and crowd 
the space with a long list of Christmasy 
things that you have to offer, with prices, 
itemizing them for men, women and chil- 
dren—the idea being to help to a decision 
the halting minds of that vast number of 
buyers who are now wrestling with the 
annual puzzle, “What shall I give?” 

Write into your advertisements not only 
the Christmas news but the Christmas 


spirit. Make it crisp and sparkling; let it 
reflect your hearty goodwill to all man- 
kind; let it breathe your own confidence 
that it will be a Merry Christmas. A touch 
of sentiment now and then will be in 
place; don’t “slop over,” but show that 
you are alive to the spirit of the season. 
Carry this same idea, occasionally, into 
your window-dressing; let it tell a story 
as well as show goods. Remember, the 
underlying fact in Christmas is pure senti- 
ment. There is no reason why gifts should 
be exchanged on Dec. 25; the practise is 
continued solely because of the operation 
of the sentimental in the human heart. 
Make the most of this universal disposition 
of humanity in the Christmas season by 
catering to the sentimental instinct. 

The time is ripe right now, on Nov. 27, 
to send out the Circular or Booklet—the 
jatter, of eight to 24 pages, is much the 
better of the two. 

This Booklet should be the best, in point 
of beauty, that you can afford. It should 
be Christmasty all over—cover, type, pic- 
tures and text. Go to a printer who knows 
how, if your local printer is not an artist 
or has scant equipment; and if you are 
not skilful in writing let someone else who 
knows how write the text. After a cheery 
preface, which must breathe honesty all 
through it, publish lists of gifts for men, 
women, boys, girls, friends and babies; 
show pictures of goods, and others reflect- 
ing purely Christmas sentiment; and mail 
the Booklet to all possible women pur- 
chasers in your community. Will it pay? 
Well, Tiffany spends thousands of dollars 
every year on page 1 of all the leading 
monthly magazines, asking people to send 
for their Blue Book (which simply ampli- 
fies the above suggestion) ; and as the re- 
turns are limited to that comparatively 
small number who take the trouble to send 
for the Blue Book, it is surely a safe gam- 
ble to assume that it will pay you to broad- 
cast your booklet in your community, since 
it evidently pays Tiffany on a ‘much-re- 
stricted proposition. The booklet will en- 
able you to give more details than the 
newspaper space will permit; will give you 
opportunity to indicate the beauty of some 
typical items by picture, as the fast-press- 
on-soft-newspaper will not; and will put 
before reflecting minds a list of givable 
things that will solve many a problem at 
just the right moment. Buyers will not 
generally order by mail, but they will come 
to your store to see the things which the 
captivating booklet describes; after which 
it is “up to” you. 
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But the field of circularizing is n> 
bounded entirely by grown men and 
women; and it seems strange to me that 
the possibilities in another direction have 
heretofore been overlooked by the jeweler. 
The half-grown girl—the miss of 10 to 15 
—is a very active and persistent person 
whose wishes often guide parents in th 
direction of purchase, and her influence i 
a big factor in the selection of the Christ 
mas gift; but this influence has not “0 
specifically appealed to by the jeweler- 
advertiser. Consider: The little lady has 
not been circularized before; it is a noy- 
elty to her, and she is “tickled to death” 
to be thus noticed. She becomes your 
advocate in a very real way. I suggest the 
tuailing to these little women of a “cute” 
circular two inches wide and one yard 
long, folded forward-and-back so that it 
will pull out like an accordion; white ink 
on grecn paper, 14-point type in Original 
Old Style, lower case; small white en- 
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velopes with green decorations. The cir- 
cular might be worded like this: 
“You have not overlooked the fact 


(though possibly—horrible thought !—your 
mother and father have not yet wakened 
to it) that Christmas is less than a month 
off; and this yard of talk may help you to 
hint to them that they had best get busy. 
“How about your own gifts to mother? 
We have lots and lots of lovely little 
things that would just suit her to a T— 
cute pins, and gold thimbles, and dressing- 
case novelties, and cunning things for the 
table, and dozens of dainty bits of jewelry. 
Here are inexpensive things for your 
chums, and loads and loads of things for 
big sister, and for Dad, and for Bridget, 
and the very cutest of all for the baby. 
“Come see these pretty Christmas things, 
anyway; and we'll put our heads together 
and solve the Christmas-gift question 
some how, if you find “the very thing” in 
this beautiful collection. At least we'll 
learn what you like most; and then’ when 
mother comes along later—and then Christ- 
mas a little later—then you'll see what you

will see! 

“Advertising” is not only printed mat- 
ter, and signs, and fence-paintings, and 
window-dressing, and brass bands and 
other variety of “circus” publicity. It re- 
veals itself in many forms; and one form 
not always taken into account is your own 
bersonal attitude to the business. 

Unfailing good nature should be a fea- 
ture in the public life of the merchant. If 
this is true at any time, in any season, how 
much more insistently should it prevail 
when the merchant is the chief beneficiary 
of the season of universal extravagance! 
All the world is on its best behavior at 
Christmas time. Good nature is then the 
rule of life. For the jeweler, at this time, 
to be short in manner and sharp of speech 
would be to libel fortune—as Shakespeare 
says, “’Twould be an offense against na- 
ture.” 

Christmas should shine out of your face 
as out of your show-window. “Good will 
to men” should show i1 your smile and 
bearing, and the Christmas note in your 
printed advertisements should echo ia the 
cheery tones of your own voice.

The Bickelmann announcement makes 
one think of Christmas cheer, but at the 
same time makes one wonder why the jew- 
eler’s name wanders so far northwest from 
the regular advertisement at this home- 
gathering season. The introduction speaks 
only of silver gifts, while the heading men- 
tions gold and sterling silver. Gold stock 
should also have been mentioned in the 
introduction. 

Too many varieties of type tend to mar 
the Joseph advertisement. The advertiser 
has a good argument by which to attract 
patrons to his store—that is, his ability to 
sell at a low price because of the fact that 
he is located outside of the high-rent dis- 
trict. 

The advertisement with the engagement 
ring as a border is well arranged. The ad-

“The most appro- 
priate of all Christmas gifts,” he says, “is 
a diamond from James.” 

The heading used in the Schlampp ad- 
veatisement, “Gifts for father, mother, 
brother and sister,” slights, with cruel neg- 
lect, the life-saving topic of many an other- 
wise monotonous monologist—mother- in- 
law. The typographical arrangement of 
this ad ig quite good. An excellent name- 
plate has been chosen and the advertiser 
has a slogan which is used on all his sta- 
tionery with good results. It is easy to 
remember and at the same time helps to 
fix the location of the store—‘‘at the cor- 
ner of the big clock.” 

The unusual enterprise of this concern 
was evidenced by the publication of a 72- 
page catalogue which was distributed 
among out-of-town customers. This meth- 
od offsets in some des gree the effects of the 
advertising of mail-order concerns, 
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Umbrellas fit in very nicely as an appro- 
priate part of a jeweler’s stock and could 
be made brisk sellers if properly adver- 
tised. Umbrellas with gold and silver han- 
dles are as appropriate as any other kin- 
dred lines in the jeweler’s stock. If the 
demand for them is not what it ought to 
be, it is because the jeweler has not fea-

advertise a closing-out sale at Christmas- 
tide, the harvest season of the year. But 
an advertisement which came under the 
notice of the writer, and which is illus- 
trated herewith, is doing this. The border 
of the announcement is strongly sugges- 
tive of the Christmas season, the lettering 
in the title, “Gift articles for all,” being 
cleverly suggestive of the season of ice and 
snow. 

The advertisement was used last year 
and appeared in a newspaper in Columbus, 
O. Some well-known watches with seven 
jewels and 20-year cases were advertised 
as low as $8. Diamond rings in gold 
mountings advertised as weighing about 
one-quarter of a carat were scheduled for 
disposal at $18 to $22.50. The reason given 
for these specially low prices was the de- 
mand on the part of the heirs and creditors 
of the deceased jeweler to have the busi- 
ness closed out and the estate settled. The 
advisability of such a plan—that is, of dis- 
posing of the stock at such very low prices 
for this reason—is, of course, questionable, 
especially at the holiday season. 

Jewelers who want to reinforce their 
newspaper advertising by some other means 
which will increase their patronage will 
find a “Christmas shopping guide” and 
“purchasing record” quite suitable. The 
guide may be gotten out by the local printer 
inexpensively. The first part of the book- 
let, the shopping guide, might have space 
on the left of each page for the recipient's 
name and the value of the article. Just 
opposite, on the right, a few lines might 
be left on which to write suggestions. Un- 
der the heading “Name and Value” there 
should be two lines for each person, one 
for the name of the person and a shorter 
line below for the value of the article. 

In the “purchase record” the left-hand 
page should contain the names of the re- 
cipients, while on the right-hand page space 
should be ruled off for the article pur- 
chased and its value. With this guide 
could be sent out, if desired, a small book- 
let of the same size, giving a list of sug- 
gestions for appropriate gifts for men, 
women and children, or for father, mother, 
brother, sister, sweetheart, wife and hus- 
band. 

An Ingenious Way of Advertising 

Diamonds. 

Educational advertising is the ‘sind of 
advertising that wins, because by it the 
public is impressed with the ability of the 
advertiser. Diamonds lend themselves 
very fittingly to educational advertising, 
and this method is quite extensively adopt- 
ed now by the large retail jewelry estab- 
lishments throughout the country. An in- 
teresting little pamphlet of this kind, “In- 
teresting Facts About Diamonds,” was dis- 
tributed by the C. C. Crooks Co., of Bal- 
timore, Md. The romance and sentiment 
that attach to the king of gems are men- 
tioned, and bits of technical information 
are served up in popular and interesting 
style. The booklet was evidently printed 
before the adoption by the trade of the 
metric carat consisting of 200 milligrams, 
as the old system of dividing the carat into 
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halves, quarters, sixteenths, etc., is men- 
tioned. 

A jeweler could make some interesting 
reading text and incidentally secure con- 
siderable advertising right now by the dis- 
tribution of a small pamphlet calling atten- 
tion to this new system of weighing dia- 
monds. An impressive selling feature of 
the Crooks booklet is the half-tone repro- 
duction of cards showing diamonds of va- 
rious weights and prices and the price at 
which the diamond may be returned with- 
in a year. The firm also states on these 
cards, as part of the selling plan, that a 
diamond may be returned within 10 days 
and the full amount of the purchase price 
refunded. The slogan “The public be 
pleased” is commendable and suggests a 
business policy that is bound to build up 
a generous amount of good will. 

A paragraph under the heading “Facts 
about this business” (and they are good, 
strong, convincing, business-building facts 
at that) may sound facetious to some read- 
ers, although the writer is not aware that 
any pun was intended. The paragraph 
reads as follows: “Crooks qualities can 
be depended upon; Crooks prices are al- 
ways lowest; Crooks methods are above 
reproach.” The apostrophe after the “s” 
has probably been omitted in this case ad- 
visedly, since its use would only tend to 
accentuate the ambiguity of the little mono- 
syllabic word “crooks.” 





Testing the Effectiveness of an Out-Door Sign 





EWELERS, like other merchants, some- 
times have recourse to out-door adver- 
tising, such as billboards, etc. -A great deal 
of care is often necessary in order to get the 
letters of the proper size; that is, of a size 
so that they will be read by the maximum 
number of people with the least effort. 
A storekeeper some time ago when he was 
about to sign a contract for a sign which 
was to be placed on a hill overlooking a 
railroad, very wisely selected a man with 
defective eyesight to pass on the read- 
ability of the different sizes of sample let- 
ters. The storekeeper decided to use the 
letter which the near-sighted man could 
see without much effort from the railroad. 
The precaution has proved very profit- 
able as the sign which was finally con- 
structed may easily be read even from a 
swiftly moving train. The fact is not gen- 
erally recognized that there is a very 
large percentage of near-sighted persons. 
This should be taken into consideration on 
all such occasions as mentioned above.

QUEUES ERMINE, cross (her.). “Called 
by Holme a cross of four queues ermine, is 








four ermine spots in cross, the tops meeting 
in the center, as in cut.’’—Berry. 
Quimper (France). Faience. A faience 
factory was established here in 1690 by 
J. B. Bousquet, from Marseilles. He “‘is 
said to have produced inferior imitations of 
the wares of Moustiers and Marseilles. A 
few specimens of this style, bearing the 
coats of arms of some ancient families of 
Quimper, serve to support the assumption,” 
says Solon. ‘Jaennicke says the pottery 
“went over to a son-in-law, a potter from 
Nevers, and then to a son-in-law of the 
latter,’ mamed Pierre Coissy (Frantz 
spells it Causay). The latter was the son 
of a prominent potter at Rouen, and he 
came well supplied with models and deco- 
ration designs used in that city. Coissy’s 
successor (Solon. says in 1782) was de la 
Hubaudiére, said by Jaennicke to have been 
a brother-in-law, by Solon a son-in-law. 
Under the latter’s administration the fab- 
rique was raised to a royal factory and 
received the monopoly for entire Brittany, 
which ended with the Revolution. (Jaen- 
nicke.) Solon says Coissy assumed “the 
management of the Bousquet’s factory in 


1749. * * * Under his direction the 
Rouen style asserted its paramount influ- 
ence; nothing but the traditional patterns 
were executed, with very slight modifica- 
tions. * * * The would-be imitations 
never approached the average standard of 
the originals. The ‘Cornucopia’ and the 
‘Quiver’” (fléche) “patterns, as well as 
the graceful designs of the ‘rocaille’ period, 
cannot stand comparison with the models. 
In the Quimper productions the colors al- 
ways lack vigor and brilliance, and to make 
up for that weakness all details are heavily 
outlined with manganese. The glaze is 
poor and of a grayish hue.” Jaennicke 
says the early faience of Quimper (about 
1750) resembles Nevers in decoration and 
the Chinoiseries in Dutch style is copied 
closely in blue, but Coissy followed Rouen 
style. ‘These, therefore, are not easy to 
differentiate from the true Rouen. This is 
best seen through the somewhat thicker 
body and the cracked glaze, anyhow also 
through the rather dark blue and some- 
what finer handling of the tones in the 
shading. To Quimper belong those pieces 
found often in Brittany, oval, curved dishes 
and fountains (water cisterns), decorated 
with flowers, chocolate-brown underneath ; 
and from de la Hubaudiére came the nu- 
merous platters and plates with painted 
dragons, as seen everywhere in the neigh- 
borhood of the town. Also vessels with 
red decoration in spots and little disks on 
a yellow engobe were made as well as at 
Rohn,” Garner says Caussy(?) “copied 
Rouen servilely at first, later was more 
free, till at last he created, alongside, a 
kind of decoration altogether original, and 
which denoted, on his part, an attempt rare 
in ceramic ornamentation.” During the 
de la Hubaudiere management, “as stan- 
niferous faience was then falling into utter 
discredit, the manufacture of earthen and 
stone ware after the English fashion was 
substituted for the older wares towards 
1794. All that was made after that time 
is absolutely devoid of artistic merit.” 
(Solon.) In 1872 M. Fougeray, running 
the factory, made imitations of the old- 
style pieces from the still-existing models, 
and these (after artificially aging) have 
been placed on the market as “Vieux 
Rouen.” The mark H B was placed on 
these pieces to avoid just such deceit. 
Marks: Solon says “a mark composed 


of the two letters P. C., or simply C, oc- 
curs occasionally on the ware.” Jaennicke 
gives an H within a triangle and fleur de 
lis above as the Hubaudiére mark, and a 
Q with the Arabic numeral 2 beneath as the 
earlier mark, found on pieces reminding 
of Rouen ware. 

QUINCAILLERIE (Fr.). “A general term 
for all kinds of metailurgical work in cop- 
per, brass, iron, etc.”—Mollett, 

QuINcE (her.). “The ‘Pomo cotogno,’ 
the emblem of the town of Cotignola, 
adapted by the founder of the Sforza fam- 
ily, who was born there. The Emperor 
Robert of Bavaria added a lion in 1401 as 
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QUINCE DEVICE OF THE SFORZAS.

Mollett. 

QuisE, A LA (her.). “A French term 
often met with in English blazon for the 
thing, as an eagle’s leg erazed @ la quise, 
that is, erazed at the thigh.”—Berry. 

RABESCHE (It.). Arabesques. 

Raccoursy (her.), “or recourcie, is the 
same as coupée—that is, cut off or short- 
ened, and denotes a cross or other ordi- 
nary that doth not extend to the edges of 
the escutcheon, as all ordinaries should do 
when named without any abatement of this 
sort.” —Berry. 

Rack. In ecclesiastical art St. Nestor 
has been represented praising God upon a 
rack.

RADIANT, CRoss. See cross rayonnated. 

RADIATED crowns are those having rays 
or beams representing the sun’s rays. The 
radiated crown was worn by the sun deity 
(Helios, Phoebus, Apollo, Sol), hence is 
symbolic of deification. As an ornamental 
treatment it was first worn upon the tiaras 
of Armenian and Parthian kings, then by 
Greek rulers of Egypt and Syria. See 
Eastern, or antique crown. It was used to 
symbolize the deification of the wearer 
among the ancients, and is found on the 
heads of several Roman as well as Greek 
rulers. 

RAEREN (cer.). Salt-glaze stoneware. 
This was the center of a pottery district. 
Weighty, bold-featured vessel-forms place 
Raeren at the head of all pottery art of the 
Renaissance, says von Falke. The excava- 
tions at Raeren and the more recent dis- 
coveries of the old oven sites of Cologne 
clear up the provenance of most of the 
stone ware pieces that were known as grés 
flamands. These discoveries reverse the 
conclusions of Solon, and those early pieces 
whose style and origin were supposed to 
have been borne in Raeren, to be copied by 
Cologne, had their origin in the latter city, 
whereas Raeren began her art work only 
in the second half of the XVI century, 
starting with copies from Cologne and 
Siegburg. She soon was able to stand on 
her own feet without foreign help, how- 
ever, and (through the talents of Jan 
Emens and Baldem Mennicken) Raeren

swiftly flew beyond her early rivals. (Von 
Falke.) 

We now know that Raeren’s first art 
pottery was far from the quality of the 
richly applied decorative stone ware of 
Cologne and consisted of small “pints,” 
with lansquenets, Emperor Karl, King Fer- 
dinand, women forms, heads in relief, etc., 
as decorations; the Rankenkrug (vine- 
decorated bartmann) belongs to this period. 


This early ware was brown. By 1560 the 
Cologne influence ended, and by 1570 we 
have dated works of Jan Emens. His ac- 
tivity was from 1568 to 1594. Molds with 
his signature were used in the next cen- 
tury; this caused much of the confusion of 
the earlier writers. Emens was a superb 
Formenstecher (mold engraver), as well as 
artist and potter. His series of bartmann 
jugs started in 1570; about 1574 were pro- 
duced beard-masked, big-bellied jugs so 
effectively worked out as rarely found in 
Cologne or Siegburg predecessors. In this 
period arrived the Schnabelkannen (spout- 
ed jugs). Peasant dances on friezes fol- 
low, taken from Beham’s woodcuts. Next 
comes late Renaissance ornament (1576), 
such as the “Judgment of Paris.” In 1577

the Siegburg heraldic matrices came to 
Raeren and, with alterations, were used by 
both Jan Emens and Baldem Mennicken, 
his contemporary. In 1583 Emens’ “Su- 
sanna and the Elders” frieze decoration 
commences. 

From 1587 to 1591 Emens used a new 
clay body—light gray, sometimes almost 
white—with blue coloring as a change from 
his former brown stone ware. The blue is 
used sparingly in the channels and on the 
friezes, moldings and leaf work. From 
1588 we come upon the lenticular-shaped 
field flasks (“pilgrims’” bottles or can- 
teens) with large, round coats-of-arms, In 
1576 arrive the great double-frieze pitchers, 
with their heavy flattened bellies permit- 
ting the wide decoration of the two friezes 
of Emens. 

Master Potter Baldem Mennicken’s first 
work comes to light dated 1575; his last 
works are dated 1584. His double-frieze 
pitchers avoid the clumsiness of their pro- 
totype, as he bellies out the walls from 
the shoulder down. He shows great favor 
for eggshape bodies. 

Other Raeren potters during its art ware 
period were Jan Mennicken, A. Merten 
Mennicken, D. Jan Baldems Mennicken 
(son of Baldem), Jan Fasz Mennicken, Til- 
man Wolf, etc. 

The last form was the ring pitcher; Bal- 
dem Mennicken appears to have produced 
them first. The richest decorated belong 
to the XVII century. Already in the 30s 
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of the XVII century the Raeren stone ware 
‘industry fell into decay; the Westerwald

HE time-indicating arrangement de- 
scribed below was patented in Ger- 

many by Hugo Firmann, of Pielach, near 
Melk (Lower Austria), on Sept. 25, 1910, 
under No. 243935. 

Time-indicating devices for 
which the hour and minute figures are 
shown on drums operated by clockwork 
are not unknown. While the drum show- 
ing the hour numerals, bearing but 12 fig- 
ures, may be comparatively small, the min- 
ute drum, with its 60 figures, is difficult to 
construct so that, while it will be of rea- 
sonable size, it will, on the other hand, 
show figures of satisfactory legibility. 

According to the present invention, in 
place of a single minute drum, a combina- 
tion of two drums, arranged concentrically 
one inside the other, is employed, one 
showing the figures 0 to 5 and the other 
the figures 0 to 9, the first-mentioned drum 
being transparent so that the figures of 
the other drum are at all times visible and 
the two figures, standing side by side, can 
be read as a single composite number. The 
figures on the drum showing 0 to 9 (the 
units drum) are moved every minute one 
division forward, whereas the drum bear- 
ing the figures 0 to 5 (the tens drum) is 
only moved ahead when the figure 9 on 
the units drum has passed, consequently 
every 10th minute. The combination of 
the two figures therefore gives the series 
of numbers from 0 to 59. By this means, 
even with distinctly legible figures, com- 
paratively small drums can be used, which 
at least do not need to be larger than the 
drum for the hour figures. This effects 
not only a saving in space but a saving on 
motive power, as only comparatively small 
bodies have to be moved. As regards the 
employment of figure discs, the arrange- 
ment described, with respect to the division 
of space in the clock case, possesses quite 
considerable advantages, because by em- 
ploying drums with a diameter of a small- 
ness within certain limits we are enabled 
to make the figures very large and there- 
fore very legible. The accompanying illus- 
tration shows one method of carrying out 
the invention. 

The conical gear 1 operates a drum 2 
which shows the figures 0 to 9 at equal dis- 


clocks in 


tances apart. Above this drum 2 are two 
concentric rings 3 which carry between 
them the figures 0 to 5, either once or sev- 
eral times behind one another. The rings 
3 are connected with the conical gear 4, 
which 1s mounted on a staff which passes 
through an open space in the staff on which 
the conical gear 1 is mounted. The conical 
gear 1 is shifted every minute and the

conical gear 4 every 10 minutes one tooth 
ahead by the clockwork. The figures from 
0 to 9 on the drum 2 and the figures from 
0 to 5 on the drum 3 are so arranged that 
the former, in passing the indicated win- 
dow 5, always stand to the right of the 
latter. The figures visible in the window 
show, when read together, the figures from 
0 to 59 in numerical sequence. 

The indication of the hour number is 
effected in the well-known manner by drum 
6, with the figures I to XII, which is al- 
ways moved ahead when in the window 5, 
the minute number 59 being replaced by 00. 

The arrangement on the tens drum of 
twice the series of figures from 0 to 5 has 
the advantage that in the advancement of 
the tens drum by a division calls for a 


, 


movement equivalent not to a switch but 
only to the extent of one-twelfth of its cir- 
cumference, which requires a smaller ex- 
penditure of power. As the units disc is 
always moved one-tenth ahead, the ex- 
penditure of power in the shifting of both 
drums is almost equally large; whereas, if 
the tens disc had to be advanced a sixth 
of its circumference the power required 
would be much greater than for the units 
disc.

NDER the caption “The Cry for the 
Ornamental,” Prof. Karl Gross con- 
tributes to a contemporary a lengthy trea- 
tise in which he sets up the following 
claim: 

“All objects of utility of a plastic nature 
which are to be considered from a whole- 
sale standpoint should primarily favor 
‘form for itself’ and constantly improve it. 
With this ‘form for itself,’ ornamental 
decoration may remain quite modest; 
whereas in industrial art much ornamenta- 
tion must serve to cover bad form and 
execution. 

“Applied art must place the greatest 
value on the retention of industry in 
healthy lines, so that the growing interest 
in individual industrial values of decorative 
art are not speedily smothered again by a 
new industrial style.” 

The efforts of Karl Gross are directed, 
as the paper in question remarks, mainly 
towards the securing of proper recognition 
for art handicraft in conjunction with in- 
dustrial art, to clear the way for it. He 
does not seek by any means to set up com- 
petition against manufacturing; he seeks, 
rather, to create and attract for special 
separate tasks, for prominent single pro- 
ductions, the necessary faculties. On the 
one hand, the public shall be educated to 
higher demands on taste and to self-per- 
ceptible readiness to pay for excellent spe- 
cial creations a fitting price. 

On the other hand, the artist-artisan shall 
again become more of an artist; he shall 
again have the artistic creative talent and 
the workman’s mastery of technique. 

A work of Prof. Gross, the dial of the 
clock of the Dresden City Hall, executed 
according to the artist’s design by the firm 
of H. Ehrenlechner, of Dresden, is shown 
herewith. The dial displays, in place of the 
customary numerals, only simple dividing 
lines, which dovetail intimately into the

e. Tower-clock dials without figures are, 
especially in England, no longer a novelty, 
and in Germany, too, the custom of re- 
placing the numerals with straight lines is 
onstantly gaining favor. The four colos- 
sal dials in the tower of the railroad sta- 
tion at Metz (with its minute circle diam- 
eter of 310 cm.) displays no figures, only 
dividing lines, 

The hands are exceedingly simple; their 
different form is nevertheless striking, rep- 
resenting a lance and a halberd. Unfor- 
tunately, the position of the hands in the 
picture, says Deutsche Uhmacher Zeitung, 
is an impossible one. It reveals the fact

clock expert was present when the photo- 
graphic reproduction was made, for he 
would have, without doubt, first set the 
hands right. 





Odd Clock Completed After Four Years’ Labor. 


Selena WALSER, a watchmaker in 
Los Angeles, Cal., has just completed a 
unique timepiece after four years’ labor, The 
clock has no spring. The motive power is 
gained by the clock rolling down an in- 
cline and is regulated by a unique arrange- 
ment of weights on the inside of the clock. 
There is no winding to be done, but every 
30 days the clock is lifted to the top of 
the incline and begins to slide downward. 
The dial does not revolve with the case, 
but remains as an ordinary dial with the 
figure 12 at the top. The incline is of 
polished wood, 16 inches long with an 8% 
per cent. grade. There is no relation be- 
tween the wood and the clock; it is simply 
a matter of properly adjusted weights, 
which move the hands and control the 
lownward motion of the timepiece.

THE HOROLOGICAL REVIEW 


Drilling Steel Watch Parts. 





HE drilling of hardened steel is some- 
times regarded as a troublesome and 
dificult operation for lack of knowledge 
of how to do it properly. It appears to be 
of interest to study this subject. 

It being evident that we can always work 
or drill a hard substance with so much 
greater facility, according as the tool used 
is hardened or better sharpened, it is also 
important to realize that there should be no 
serious difficulty in drilling the steel of 
watch parts, which has always been drawn

sufficiently for working with the file and 
the graver. Success depends, to a great 
extent, on the drill, which should an- 
swer certain requirements which we shall 
proceed to consider. It is first of all neces- 
sary that it should be hand-made, because 
the form that should be given it is far from 
resembling the store drills. Its spoon 
should be as little undercut as possible, so 
that in working a sufficiently strong press- 
ure may be put on it. On the other hand,

this spoon should be of rounded form and 
not provided with a point the fragility of 
which might jeopardize the operation: that 
the extremity of a pointed drill, working 
in the center of the hole, may break and 
remain embedded, and that the drill, re- 
pointed, prevented by the presence of this 
piece of hard tempered steel from attack- 
ing the center of the hole, attacks the 
softer substance it finds at the sides and 
produces the unsuitable hole which every- 
one should seek to avoid when drilling any 
substance. 

Therefore, says Ph. Bulle in La France 
Hologére, let us suppose that we are in 
possession of a good drill, well tempered 
and furnishing every promise of strength. 
The hole has previously been properly cen- 
ter-punched with a triangular punch, care- 
fully sharpened, so that the drill may be 
properly guided to the point of perforation. 
We impart to the piece, or to the drill— 
according to the nature of the object—a 
very slow rotary movement, causing the 
drill to bite by pressing against the 
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drill. If the quality of the drill is perfect, 
the operation will be quickly conducted 
without having any difficulty to overcome. 
But as this is not usually the case, what do 
we risk encountering? The drill, all at 
once, ceases to bite, and if we persist, the 
slipping of its dulled cutting edge causes 
a hardening of the surface at the bottom of 
the hole by polishing it, thus resulting in 
an action similar to that of a burnisher 
applied to a metallic surface. It is then 
that we proceed to conquer the resistance 
of the substance, to employ the ingenious 
process devised by the old watchmakers and 
dictated by reason. 

Suppose that we are engaged in drilling 
a pinion arbor. We see in Fig. 1 the drill 
and the piece just at the moment when, by 
reason of the polishing of which we have 
just spoken, the drilling has been inter- 
rupted. In place of using a drill of identi- 
cally the same shape, we resort to another 
of less rounded form (Fig. 2), which will 
quickly have destroyed the polished surface 
by attacking in part the outside of the cir- 
cle. If, after this, the same trouble recurs, 
we proceed in the same manner to avoid it 
again by having recourse to drills less and 
less rounded, like those in Figs. 3 and 4, 
leaving them to return to the original form 
as soon as it may be considered desirable. 

In some manner this method of proceed- 
ing is based on the very evident fact that 
the hardened and polished surface at the 
bottom of hole which can no longer be 
penetrated by a drill exactly following its 
shape may, on the other hand, be attacked 
much more readily by a new drill of a dif- 
ferent form, in the manner which we have 
indicated. 

Never take the temper out of a pinion 
staff you are drilling. This tricky shifting 
out of a little trouble is not worthy of a 
good watchmaker, for it is equivalent to an 
acknowledgement of inability to master the 
material as it should be.
